C1. FT was as long ago, as the Year 1637. thata Faithful Miniſter of the 
Church of England, whoſe Name was Mr. Edward Symons, did in a 

. Sermon afterwards Printed, thus expreſs himſelf; * At New-England 

* now the Sun of Comfort begins toappear, and the glortou> Day- 
Star to ſhow ir felfy. _— Std Venient Annis Secule Seris, there will come 
« Times In after Ages, when the Clouds will over-ſhadow ' and darken the SY 
s there. _ now promiſe to themſelves nothing bur ſucceſſive Happineli 
© there, which for a time through God's Mercy they may enjoy; and I pray 
* God, they may a long time ; but in this World there is no Happineſs perpe- . 
* tual. . An Obſervation, or I had almoſt ſaid, an 1x/þiration, very diſmally 
dow veriſy'd upon us! It has been affirm'd by ſome who beſt knewNew- Exgland, 
That the World will do Nrw-England a great piece of Injuſtice, if it ackuow- 
ledge nor a meafure of Religion, Loyalry, Honeſty and Induſtry, in the People 
there, beyond what is ro be found 'with any other People for the Number of 
them. When I did a few years ago, publiſh a Book, which menrioned a few 
memorable Wirchcrafts, commftred ' in this Country ; the excellent Baxter, - 
graced the Second Exlition of chat Book, with a kind Preface, wherein he ſees 
cauſe to ſay, If any are Scandaliztd, that New-England, a place of as ſtrious - 
Pitty, as any I can hear of, under Heaven, ſhould be troubled ſo much with 
Witches ;.I think, "tis no wonder : Where will the Devil fhow moſt Malice, but 
where be us bated, and bateth mo}: And I hope, the Country will till deſerve 
and anſwer the Charity ſo expreſſed by that Reverend Man of God. Whoſo- 
ever travels over this Wilderneſs, will fee it richly beſpangled with Evangeli- 
cal Churches, whoſe Paſtors are holy, ablc,and painful Overſeers of their Flocks, 
Bvely Preachers, and vertuous Livers ; and ſuch as in thelr ſeveral Neighbourly 
Aﬀeociations, have had their Meetings whereat Ecclefiaſtical Matters of common, 
Concernment are conſidered : Churches, whoſe Communicants have been ſerioufly 
examined abour their Experiences of Regeneration, as well as abour their 
Rnowledge, and Bclief, and blameleſs Converſation, before their admiſhon to 
the Sacred Communion ; althongh others of lefs bur hopeful Atrainmenrs in 
Chriſtianiry are nor ordinarily deny'd Baptiſm for themſelves and theirs 3 
Chorches, which are ſhye of uſing any thing in che Worſhip of God, for 
which they cannot fee a Warrant of 'God 3 bur with whom” yer the Names of 
Congregational. Pr:5byterian, Epiſcopalian, or- Antipedobaptifi, are (wallowed 
up 1n that of Chri/tian ; Perſons of all thoſe Per fivafions being taken inro our 
Fellow- 
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Fellowſhip, when viſivle Goodlineſs has recommended them : Churches, which 
. uſually do within themſelves manage their own Diſcipline, under the Con- 
du& of their Elders ; bur yet call in the he!p of Syzods upon Emergencies, or 
Aggrievances: Churches, Laſtly, wherein Malritudes are growing ripe” for Hea- 
ven every day; and as faſt as theſe are raken off, others are daily riſing up. 
And by the Preſence and Power of the Divine Inſtitutions thus maintained 1n 
rhe Country. We are ſtil! o happy, that I ſuppoſe there)is no Land in the 
Tniverſe more free from the debauching, and the debafing Vices of Ungodlineſs. 
The Bcdy of the People are hitherto ſo diſpoſed, that Swearing, Sabbath- 
breaking, Whoring, Drunkenneſs, and the like, do not make a Gentleman, bur 
a Monſter, or a Goblin, in the vulgar Eſtimation. All this notwithſtanding , 
we muſt humbly confeſs to onr God, that we are miſerably degenerated from 
the firſt Love of our Predeceſſors ; however we boaſt our (clves a little, when 
Men would go to trample upon us, and we venture to ſay, Wherein ſorver any 
3s bold (we fptak feoliſhly) we are bold a'ſv. The firft Planters of theſe Colonies 
were a choſen Generation of Men, who were firſt ſo pure, as ro diſreliſh man 

things which they. thought wanted Reformation elſewhere; . and yer wichal fo 
peaceable,' that they embraced a voluntary Exile in a ſqualid, horrid, Americas 
Deſarr, rather than to live in Contentions with their Brethren. Thoſe good 
Men imagined that they ſhould leave their Poſterity 1a a place, where they 
ſhould never ſee the Inroads of Profanity, or Superfijcion : And a famous Per- 
ſon returbing hence, could in a Sermon before the Parliament, profeſs, I bave 
now bien” ſtutx Tears in a Country, where I never ſaw one Man drunk, or beard 
" owe Oath ſworn, or beptid one Beggar in the Streets all the while. Such great 
Perſons as Badeus, aud others, who miſtook Sir Thomas Moors UTOPIA; 
for a Country really exiſtent, and ſtirr'd up ſome Divines charirably to under-

New-England was a true Vtapia, But, 4 
old Planters muſt needs afford many, degenerate Plants, and there is now ri- 
fen up a Numberof People, otherwiſe inclined than our Foſbua's, and the El- 
ders that out-liv'd them. Thoſe two things our holy Progenitors, and our hap- 
Age make Omiſfions of Duty, and ſuch Spiritual Diſorders as the 
whoije World abroad is overwhelmed with, to be as provoking .1n us, as the 
moſt flagitious Wickedacſſes commirted in other places ; and the Ninifters of 
God are accordingly ſevere in their Teſtimonies : But in ſhort, thoſe Intereſfs 
of the Goſpel, which were the Errand of, our Fathers into theſe Ends of the 
Earth, have bzen too much negleRted and poſtponed, and the Attalnments 
of an handſonie Education , have been goo much undervalued, by 


Mulcitudes that have. not fallen into Exorbirances of Wickedneſs; and 


ſame, eſpecially of our young Ones, when they have got abroad from un- 
der the Reftrajuts here laid upon them, have become extravagantly and abo- 
minably Vicious. Hence *cis, that the Happineſs of New-England has been but 
for a time, as it was foretold, and not for a long time, as has been defir'd for 
us. A Variety of Calamity has long follow'd. this Plantation ; and we have all 
the Reaſon imaginable to aſcribe jt unto the Rebuke of Heaven upon us for our. 
manifold Apoſtaſies ; we make no right uſe of our Diſaſters : If we do nor, Re- 
member whence we art fallen, and repent, and do the fird Works. Bur yet cur 
AfﬀMi&ions may come under a further Confideratiou with us ; There is a further 
Cauſe of cur Aﬀidtions, whoſe due muſt be given him.

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S IT, The New-Englandirs are a People of God ſertled in thoſe, which were 
once the Devil's Territories z and it may eafily be ſuppoſed thar the Devi/ was 
exccedingly diſturbed, when he per ceived ſuch a People here' accompliſhing 
the Promiſe of o!d made uato our Bleſſed Jeſus, That He ſhoutd have the Utmoſt 
payts of the Earth for bis Poſſeſſion. There was not a greater Uproar among tie 
Epheſians, when the Goſpel was firft brought among them, than there was a- 
mong, The Powers of the Air ( after whom thoſe Epheſians walked ) when firſt 
the Silver Trampets of the Goſpel here made the Foyful Sound. The Devil thus 
Irritared, immediately try'd all forts of Methods to overturn this poor P;an- 
ration : and (> much of the Church, as was Fled into this Wilderneſs, timed!- 
ately found, The Serpent caſt out of bis Mouth a Flood for the carrying of it away: 
I believe, that never were more Satanical Devices uſed far the Upſcriing of any 
People under the Sun, than what have been Employ'd for the Extirpation of 
the Vine which God has here Planted, Caſting out the Heathen, and preparing «a 
Room before it, and cauſing it to take derp Root, and fil the Land, ſo that it 
ſent its Bougbs unto the Ariantic Sea Eaſtward, and 7ts Branches unto the Con- 
neRicut River Weſtward, and the Hills were covered with the ſhadow thereof. 
But, All thoſe Attempts of Hell, have hitherto beea Abortive, many an Eber- 
ezer has been Ereced unto the Praiſe of God, by His Poor:People here; and. 
Having obtained Help rom-God, wt continue to ths Day, Wherefore the Devil 
is now making one Attempt more upon vt; an Attempt more'Difficule, more 
Surprizing,more ſnarl'd with unintelligible Circumſtances than any that we have 
hicherco Encountred ; an Attempt ſo Critical, that if we ger well through, we 
ſhall ſoon Enjoy Halcyon Days with all the Vultures of Hell Trodden unier onr 
Fett. He has wanted his Incarnate Legions to Perſccute us, as the People of 
God have 1a the other Hemiſphere been Perſecuced : he has therefore drawn 
torch his more Spirituel ones to make an Atracque upon as. We have been ad- 
viſed by ſome Credible Chriſtians yer alive, that a MalefaRor, accuſed of Witch- 
craft as well as Murder, and Executed in this place more than ,Forty Years 
ago, did then give Notice of, An Horrible PLOT. againi} the Country by 
WITCHCRAFT, ard 4 Foundation of WITCHCRAFT then laid, 
which if it were- no: ſtaſonably diſcovered, would provably Blow up," and pull 
down all the Churches in the Country. And we have now with Horror ſeen the 
Diſcovery of - ſuch a Witchcraft ! An Army of Devils is horribly, broke 1n upon 
the. place which is the Center, and afcer a ſort, the Firſt-born of our Engliſh 
Sertlements : and the Houſes of the Good People there are fil'd wich the dole- 
ful Shrieks of their Children and Servants, Tormented by Iavifible Hands, with 
Tortures altogether prertecnatural. After che M:(chiefs there Endeavoured, and 
fince in pact Conquered, the terrible Plague, of Evil Ang'ls, hath made its. 
Progreſs taro ſome other places, where other Perſons have beca in like manner 
Diabolically handled. Theſe our poor Aﬀi&ted Neighbours, quickly after they 
become Infeited and Infeſted with theſe Demons, arrive to a Capacity of Diſ- 
cerning thoſe which they conceive the Shapes of their Troublers 3 and norwith- 
ſtanding che Great and Juſt Suſpicion, that the Demons might Impoſe the Shapes 
of Innocent Perſons in their Spefral Exhibitions upon the Sufferers, ( which 
may perhaps prove no (mall part of che Witchb-Plot 1n the iſſue) yer many of 
the Perſons thus Repreſenred, being Examined, (everal of chem have been 
Convicted of a very Damnable itchcraft : yea, more than One Twenty have 
Confeſſed, chat they have Signed unto a Book, which the Devil ſhow'd them , 
and Engaged in his Helliſh Defige of Bewitching, and Ruining our Land. We 
X know 
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know not, at leaft 7 know nor, how far the Deluſions of 'Saran may be Tnjer- 
© woven, into 'ſome Circymſtances of the Confeſſions; bur one would think, all 


the Rules of Underſtanding Humane Afﬀa'rs arc at an end, if after ſo many moft 


. Volunthry Harmontous Confeſſions, made by Tnrelligent Perſons of ail Ages, in 
ſundry Yowns, ar ſeveral Times, we muſt nor Believe the mein [irs b:z wherein 
thoſe Confeſſions all agree: eſpecially when we have 4 thouſand precernarural 
Things every day before our eyes, wherein the Confeſſors do acknowledge cheir 
Concernment, and give Nemonſtration of their being ſo Concerned. If the 
Devils now can ftrike rhe minds of men with any Poiſons of ſo fine a Compo- 
ſition and Operation, thar ſcores of Ianocent People ſhall Unire, in Confulſons 
of a Crime, which we' ſee aftuaily commirted, ir 1s a thing prodigious, beyord 
the. Wonders of the former Ages, and ir threatens no-lefs-rhan a fort of, a Dif 
ſolurion upon the World. Now, by theſe Confeſſirns 'tis Agreed, That the De- 
vil has made a- dreadful Knot of Witches in the Country, and by 'the help- of 
Witches has dreadfullv increaſed that Knor : That theſe Witches have driven a 
Trade of Commiſſioning their Confederate Spirits, co do all forts of Miſchiefs 
ro the C_ whereupon there have enſued. ſu:h Miſchievous conſequen- 
ces upon the Bodies and Eſtates of the Neighbourhood, as-could not otherwiſe 
be accounted for : yea, That at prodigious Witch- Meetings, the Wrerches have 
proceeded. ſo far, & to Concerr and Conſule the Methods of Rooting put the 
Chriſtian Religion from this Country, and ſerting up inftead of it , perhaps a 
more groſs Diaboleſm; than ever the World ' ſaw before. Aud yer ir will be a 
thing little ſhore of Miracle, if 'in fo ſpread a Buſineſs as this, the Devil ſhould 
not get in ſome of his Juggles, to confound the Diſcovery of all the reſt. 
$. (IT. Doubtleſs, the Thoughts of many will receive a great Scandal againft 
New-England, from the Number of Perſons that have been Accuſed, or Suſpe&t- 
ed, for Witcheraft, in this Country : Bug it were eafie ro offer many things, thar 
may Anſwer and Abate the Scandal. Tf rhe Holy God fhould any where permir 
the Devils to hook two or three wicked Scholars intro Witchcraft, and by 


rheir Affiſtance ro Rabge with their Poiſonous: Taſpnuations among Ignorant, ;En- - 


- 


vious, Diſconrented People, till they have cunningly decoy'd into [ſome 
ſudden 42, whereby the Toy!s of Hell ſhall be perhaps inextricably caſt over 
them: what Coutttry in the World would not afford Witches, numerous to @ 
Prodigy ? Accordingly, The Kingdoms of Sweden, Denmark , Scotland, yeazand 
England it ſelf, as well as the Province of New-Engliand, have had their Storms 


of Witchcrafts breaking upon them, which have made moſt Lamentable De- . 


vaſtations : which alfo I wiſh, my be The Laſt. And it s not uneake 'to be 


' imagined, That God has not brought ont all the Witchcrafts in many other Lands + 


with ſuch a ſpeedy, dreadful, deſtroying Fealeuſie, as burns forch uponſuch High 
Treaſons, commitred here in A Land of Uprightnes: Tranſgretiors may more 
quickly here than elſewhere become a Prey ro the Vengeance of Him, Who bas 
Eyes like a Flame of Fire, and, who walks in the midit of the Golden Candle- 
ſticks. Moreover, There arc many pures of the World, who if they,do upon 
this Occafion infult over this People of God, necd only ro be told the Story of 
whar happened ac Loim, in the Dutchy of Gz/ic, where a Popiſh Curate havin 
ineffcAually rry'd many Charms co Ej:& the'Devi) out of a Damſel there pof- 
ſeſſpd, he paſſionately bid the D:vil come out of her into himſelf ; burthe Devil 
anſwered him, © uid mihi Ops, tft rum tentave, quem Noviſſimo die, Fart Optime 
ſum poſſeſſurus ? t is, What need 1 meddle with ont whom I am ſure to bave, 
«nd bold at the Laft-day as my own forever ! . 
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Bur beſides all this, give me leave to add, it is to be hoped, That amorg 
the Perſons repreſented by the SpeFres which now affli& our Neighbours, there 
will be found ſome that never explicitly contraſted with any of che Evil Angels. 
The Wicches have nor only intimated, but ſome of them acknowledged. That 
they have plotted the Repreſentations of Innocent Perſons, ro cover and ſhelter 
themſelves 1n their. Wirchcrafrs; now, altho' our good God has hitherto gene- 
rally preſerved us from the Abuſe therein defign'd by the Devils for us, yer who 
of us can exatly ſtare, H1w far our God may for 0:7 Chaſti/tment permit the De- 
wil to proceed in ſuch an Abuſe? It was the Reſulre of a Diſcourſe, lately held 
at a Meeting of ſome very Pious and Learned Miniſters among- us, That the 
Devils may ſomttimes have a permiſſion to Repreſent an Innocent Perſon, as Tormen- 
ting ſwch as are under Diabolical Moleſtations : But that ſuch things are Rare,and 
Extraordinary. eſpecially when ſuch matters come before Civil Fudicature. The 
Opinion expreſſed with ſo much Caution and Judgment, ſerms to be the pre- ' 
vailing S:nſe of many others, who are men Erninently Cautious and Judicious ; 
and have borh Argument and Hiſtory ro Countenance them in it. It.is Rare aud 
Extraordinary, for an Honeſt Naboth to have his Life it ſelf Sworn away by 
ewo Childyen of Belial, and yet no Infringement hereby made on the ReRoral 
Righteouſneſs of our Eternal Soveraign, whoſe Zudgments are a Great Deep, and 
who gives none Account of His matters. Thus, although the Appearance of In- 
nocenr Perſons in Speftral' Exhibitions affliting the Neighbour-hood, be a 
thiovg Rare and Extraordinary; yet who can be ſure, that the great Beljal of 
Hell 'muſt needs be always _ up from this -piece of Miſchtef ? The beft 
man that ever lived has been called a Witch : and why may not this too uſual 


. and unhappy Symprom of A Witch, even a Spectral Repreſentation, befall a 


perſon that ſhall be none of the worſt ? Is it-nor poſſible ? The Leplanders 'will 
rell tis *ris poſſible : for Perſons to be unwittingly atteaded with officlous Demons, 
bequedched' unto them, and imp5s'd upon-them, by Relations that have been 
Witches. - Buery, alſo, Whether at a Time, when the Devil with his Wirches 
are etigag'd 'in a War upon a p:ople, ſome certatn ſtepsof ours, in ſuch a War, 
may-not be follow'd with our appeariog ſo and fo for awhile among them jn 
the Viſtons of our afflifted Forlorns! And, Who can certainly fay, what other 
Degrees or Methods of finning, befides that of a Diabolical Compait, may give 
rhe Devils advantage to a& in the Shape of chem that have miſcurried ? B-fades 
what may happen for a while, to try the Patience of the Vertuous. May -noc 
fome that have been ready upon feeble grounds uncharicably en Cenſure and Re- 
proach orhier: people, be puniſhed for it by Speftres for a while expoſing them 
ro 'Cenſure 'and Reproich ?. And furthermore, I pray, that it -may be cor- 
fidered, Whether a World of Magical Tricks ofren uſed 10 the World, may 
nor inſenfibly oblige Devils ro wait upon the Superſtitious Uſers of them, A 
Witty Writer againſt Sadducifm has this Ovſervation, That perſons who never 
made any-expre(s-Conrra with Apoſtate Spirits, yer may AG ſirange Things by 
Diabolich 47ids,, which/they procure by the uſe of thoſe wicked Forms and Arts, 
that'the 'Devbil firſt imparted unto his Confederates, And he:adds, We ' krow 


not"but-the- Laws of the DarkKingdom may Enpnyn a particular Attindance upon-alt 


thoſe that' praftice thtir Myſt tries, whether they know them to-bt theirs 2r no;Same 
of them'that have been cry'd out upon. a imployingEt3! Spirits co hurt our Land, 
have been' known to'be' moſt bloody Fortunt-Teilleri; and fome of them have 
confeſſed, That:'when they told! Fortanes, they would pretend the Rules of- Chi- 
romancy and the like Ignhrant Sctences, but — they had no Rule (they ſaid)

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+ but chis, The things were then Darted into their minds. Daried ! Ye Wretches ; 
_By-whom, I pray ? Surely by-none but the D.vils; who, tho' perhaps they did

nor 'exatly Forthyow all the thus Predited Contingencies; yer having once 
Foretold them, they ſtood bound in Honcur row to uſe their Inrereft, which 
alas, in This Worl4, is very great, for the Accompliſhment of their own Predi- 
Rions. There are others, that have uſed nioft wicked Sorceries to gratifie their 
unlawfu! Curiofitics, cr to prevent Inconver.jencics in Man and Beaſt ; Sorceries, 


. which I will'nor Name, left T ſhou'd by Naming, Teach chem. N:ow, ſome De- 


vil is evermore Invited into the Scrvice of the Perſon thar (ball Practiſe theſe 


Witchcrafts ; and if they have gone on Impenirently 10 theſe Communions wirh 


any Devil, the Devil may perhaps become at laft a Familiar to them, and fo 
aſſume theic Livery, that they cannot ſhake him off in any way, bur that One, 
which I would moſt heartily preſcribe unto them, Namelv, That of a deep and 
long Repentance. Should rheſe Impietie: have been commirred in ſuch a place 
as New-England, for my part I ſhould noc wonder, if when Devils are Expo- 
fing the Groer Wirches among us, God permit them to bring in theſe Leſſer 
ones With the reſt for their perp-rual Humiliation. In the Iſſue therefore, may 
ir not be found, that New-England 1s not (o ftock'd with Rattle Snakes, as was 
imagined. 


$ IV. Burt I do not believe, rhat the progreſs of Witchcraft among us, is all 
the Plot which the Devil 1s managing in the Witchcraſt now upon us. Ir js 
judged, That rhe Devil rais'd the Storm, whereof we read iri the Eighth Chap- 
ter of Matthew, on purpoſe to over-ſet the lirtle Veſſel wherein the Diſciples of 
Our Lord were Embarqued with Him. And it may be fear'd, that in the Hor- 


' rible Tempeſt which is now upon ourſelves, the deſign of the Devil is to fink thar 


Happy Sertlemeat of Goverament, wherewith Almighty! God has gracioufly 
enclined Their Majeſties to favour us. We are blefſed with a GOVERNOUR, 
than whom no man can be more willing to ſerve Their Majefties, or this their 
Province : He is continually venturing his AZ to do it ; and were not the In- 
tereſts of his Prince dearer to him than his own, he could nor but ſoon be weary 
of the Hilm, wtereat he fits. We are under the Influence of a LIEUTENANT 
GOVERNOUR, who not only by being admirably accompliſhed both with Na- 
tural and Acquired Endowments, is fitted for. the Service of Their Majcſties, 
bur alſo with an unſported Fidelity applics himſelf ro that Service. Our 
COUNCELLOURS are ſome of our moft Eminent Perſons, and as Loyal 
SubjeRs to- the Crown, as hearty lovers of their Country. Our Conſtiturfon 
alſo is arrended with ſingular Priviledges ; All which Things are by the Devil 
exccedivgly Enuvy'd unto us. And the Devil will doubtleſs rake this occaſion 
for the raifing of ſuch complaints and clamours, as may be of pernicious con- 
ſequence unto ſome parr of -our preſent Settlement, if he can ſo far Impoſe. 
Bur that which moſt of all Threatens us, in our preſent Circumſtances, is the 
Miſunderſtanding, and fo the Animoſity, whereioto the Witchcraſt now Raging, 
has Enchanted us. The Embroiling, firſt, of our Spirits, and then of our Affairs, 
is evidently as conſiderable a Branch of the Helliſh [ntrigue which now vexes us 
235 any one Thing whatſoever. The Devil has made us like a Froubled Sea, and 
the Mire.and Mud begins now alſo to heave up apace. Even Good and Wiſe M n 
ſuffer themſelves to fall into their P arexyſms ; and the Shake which the Devil 


- bs now giving us, ferches up the Dirt which before lay ſtill at the botrom of our 
finful Hearts. If we allow the Mad Dogs of Hell ro poyſon us by biting vs, 


we 
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we ſhall imagine chat we ſee nothing but ſuch things about us, and Iike ſuch 
things fly upon all that we ſee. cre ic not for whatis IN US, for my part, 
I ſhou'd nor fear a thouſand Lyon of Devils: *cis by our Quarrels that we 
ſpoil our Prayers; and if our humble, zealous, and unjted Prayers are once 
hindred : Alas, the Ph:liſtin's of Hell have cut our Locks for us ; they will 
than blind us, mock us, ruine us: In truth, I cannor altogether b'ame jr, if 
People are a little tranſported, when they conceive all the ſecular Intereſts of 
themſelves and their Families at the Stake; and yer at the fight of 'th:ſe Hearr- 
burnings, I cannot forbear the Exclamation of the Sweer-ſpicired Auſtir, in 
his Pacificatory Epiſtle ro Ferom, on the Conteſt with Ruffin, O miſera & mi- 
ſertnda Conditio! O Condition, truly miſerably ! Burt what ſhall be done to 
cure theſe Didtractions ? It is wonderfully receffary,that ſome healing _ be 
mide at this rime: And I muſt needs confeſs (if I may ſpeak ſo much) like a 
Nazienzen, am fo defirous of a ſtare in them, that if, teing thrown over- 
board, were needful to allay the Storm, I ſhould think Dying, a Trifle to be 
undergone, for ſo great a Bleſſednefs. 


$ V. I would moſt importunately in the firſt place, entreat every Man to' 
matnrain an holy Jealoufic over his own Soul at this time, and think z May 
not the. Devil make me, though ignorantly and unwillingly, to te an Toftru- 
menr of doing ſomething that he would have to be done? For my part, | 
freely own my Suſpicion, leſt ſomething of Enchantment, have reach'd more 
Perſons and Spirits among vs, than we are well aware of, But then, ler vs 
more generally agree to maintain a kind Opinion one of another. That Cha- 
rity without which, even our giving our Bodjcs to be 'burned would profie 
rorniog, uſes ro proceed by this Rule 3 Ir is kind, ir is not -_ provok'd, ir 
thinks no Evil, it believes all things, hopes all things. But if we diſregard 
this Rule of Charity, we ſhall indeed give cur Body Politick to be burned. ! 
have heard ir affirmed, That in the late great Fleod upou Connodticat, thoſe 
Creatures which could not buc have quarreiled at ano:her rime, yer now being 
driven together very agreeably ſtood by one another. 1 am ſure we ſhall be 
worſe than Brutes if we fly upon one another at a time when the Floods of 
Belial make vs afraid On the one fide; [Alas, my Pen, muſt thou write the 
word, Side in the Buſineſs?] There are very worthy Men, who having been 
call'd by God, when and where this Wirchcraſt firſt appeared upon the Stage to 
encounter it, are earneſtly deſirous ro have It ſiſted upto the bottom of It. And 
I pray, which of us all that ſhould live under the continual Impreſſions of the 
Tortures, Outcrics, aud Havocks which Devils confeſſedly Commiſſioned by 
Witches make among their diſtreſſed Neighbours, would not have a Blaſs thar 
way beyond other Men ? Perſons this way diſpoſed have been Men eminent for 
Wiſdom and Vertue, and Men a&ed by a noble Principle of Conſcience: Had 
not Conſcience (of Duty to God) prevailed above other Confiderations with 
them, they would not for all they are worth in the World have medled in 
this Thorny buſineſs. Have there been any diſputed Methods uſed th difcove- 
ring the Works of Darkncſ; ? It may be rone bur what have had grear Preſe- 
dents in cther parts of the World ; which may, though nor altogether juſlific, 
yer much alleviate a Miſtake in us if there ſhould happen to be found any ſuch 
miſtake in ſo dark a Matter. They have done what they have done, with mul- 


tiplied Addreſſes to: God for his Guidance, aud have not been inſenſible = 
h mu! 
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- much they have expoſed themſelves in what they have done, Yea, chey would 
gladly contrive and receive an expedient, how the ſhedding of Blood, might 
be ſpared, by the Recovery of Witches, nor gone beyend the Reach of Par- 
don. And aiter all, they invite all good Men, in Terms to this purpoſe, * Ee- 
© ing amazed at the Number and Quality of. thoſe accuſed of late, we do nor 
* know but Satan by his Wiles may have enwrapped ſome innocept Perſons 3 
* and therefore ſhould earnefily and hnmbly defire the moſt Critical Enquiry 
* upon the place, to find out the Falecy 3 that there may be none of the Ser- 
© vents of the Lord, with the Worfhippers of Baa!. I may alſo add, That 
whereas, if once a Witch do ingenioufly confeſs among us, no moge Spefires 
do in their Shapes after this, rrouble the Vicinage; 1f any guilty Creatures 
will accordingly to ſo good purpoſe confef; their Crime to any Miniſter of 
God, and per our of the Snare of the Devil, as no Nintſter will diſcover ſych 
a Cenſcientious Confeſſion, ſo 1 belſeve none in the Authoricy will preſs him to 
diſcover it ; but rejoyT'd in 2 Scul ſav'd from Death. Onthe other fide [if 1 
mult again uſe the word Sidr, which yer 4 hope. to live to blot our ] zhere 
are very worthy Men, -who are not a litt'e diſſatisfied at the Proceedings 
in the Proſecution of this Wirchcrafr. And why.? Not becauſe thicy 
would have any ſuch'abominable thing, defended from the Strokes of Impar- 
rial Jnſtice, No, thoſe Reverend Perſons who gave in this Advice unto the 
Honourable Council ; * That Preumptions, whereupon Perſons may be Com- 
* mixred, and much more ConviRions, whereupon Perfons may be Condemned, 
* as, £ uilety of Witchcrafrs, ought certainly to be mere conſiderable, than bare- 
© Iy the Accuſed Perſons being repreſented by a Sprftre unto the 4 lifted ; Nor 
© are Alterations made in the Sufferers, by a'Look or 'Touch of rhe Accuſed, 
© to be ei'cemed an infallible Evidence-of Guilt ; but frequently liable ro be 
* abuſed by the Devils Legerdemairs : 1 fay, thoſe very-Men of God moſt con- 
{ctentiouſly Subjoined this Article ro that Advice,— * Nevertheleſs we cannot 
* but humbly recommend unto the Government, the ſpeedy and. vigorous :Pro- 
© ſecution of ſuch as have rexdred themſelves Oonoxious ; according tothe beſt 
* DireQions given jin the Laws of God, and the wholſome Statutes of the 
6. Exg1liſb Nation for the DeteQion of Wirchcrafr. Only *tis a moſt commend- 
able Cautiouſneſs, in thoſe gracious Men, - to be very'fhye leſt the Deyil ger o 
fac into our Faith, as thar'for the ſake of many Truths which we find he tells 
us, we come art length to believe any Lyes, wherewith he may abuſe us: where-

aad as at firſt they went about the work for which they were Commiſſion'd, with

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a yery grent averſion, ſo they have ſtill been under Hearr-breaking Sollicitudes, 
kow they might therein beſt ſerve both God' and Man?” In fine, Have there been 
faulrs on any fide fallen into'? Surely, ' they have at worſt been bur the faults of 
a well-meaning Ignorance, On every fjtle then, why ſhould not we endeavour 
with amicable ONIONS to help one another out of the Snares wherein 
the Devil wou!d involve us ? To wrangie the Devil outof the Country, will be _ J 
truly a New Experiment: Alas! we are not aware of the Devil; if we do nor 
think, rhar he aims ar inflaming us one againff' anocher 3 and ſhall we ſuffer our 
ſelves to be Devil-ridden? or by any unatiyifableneſs contribute unto the Widen- 
ing of our Breaches? _ | : 

To ſay no niore, there is a publiſhed and credible Relation 3 which affiems, 
That very lately in a parr of England, where fome 'of 'the Neighbourhood 
were quarrelling, '4 Raven from the Top of a Tree'very zrticulately and unac-

I my ſelf to chuſe what fort of Bird { would be transformed into, I would ſay, 
O that I had wings like a Dove ! Nevertheleſs, 1 will for once' do the Office, 

which as it ſeems, Heaven ſear that Raven upon 3 even to beg, That the Peace 
of God may Kult in our Hearts. 


$ VI. 'Tis neceſſary that we unire in every thing : but there are eſpecially 
rwo Things wherein 'ou7 Union muſt carry us along rogerher. We ire to unite 
in our Endeavours to deliver our diſtreſſed Neighbours, ' from the horrible An- 
noyances and Moleſiations with which a dreadful Witchcraft is now perſecuting 
of them. To have an hand in any thing, that may ſtifle' or obftruat a Reglar 
Dertegion of that ,Wirhcrafr, 's what we may 'well with an holy fear avoid. 
Their Majeſiies good Subje&Rs muſt not every day be torn'to pieces by horrid 
Witches, and thoſe bloody Felcns, -he Jefr-wholly unprofſecuted. - The Wirch- 
craft js a buſineſs that will not be ſham'd, withour plunging us into ſore Plaguer, 
and of long continuance. But then we are to uvire in'fuch Methods for this de- 
livergnce, as may be unqueſtionably ſafe, left the latter end be worſe than the 
brginning. And here, what ſha!l I ſay ? T will ventore to'fay thus much, Thar 
we are ſafe, when we make juſt as much uſe of all Advice from the inviſible 
World, as God ſends it for, It is a ſafe Principle, That when God Almighty 
permits auy Spirits from the unſecn Regions, ro viſit us with ſurprizing Infor- 
wartions, there is then ſomething to be enquired after ; we are then to enquire 
of one another, What Cauſe there is for ſuch things ? The peculiar Govern- 
ment of God, over the unbodied [ntelligences, is'a ſufficienc Foundation for this 
Principle. When there has been a Murder commirted, an Apparition of the 
-ſhin Party accuſing of any Man, altho? ſuch Apparitions have oftner ſpoke true 
. than falſe, is not enough to Conviet the Man as guilty of that Murder ; but yer 
ir is a ſufficiear occaſion for Magiſtrates ro make a- particular Enquiry, whether 
ſuch a Man have afforded any ground for ſuch an Accuſation. Even (o a Spe&re 
exaCtly reſembling ſuch or. ſuch a Perſon, when the Neigh>ourhood are torment- 
ed by ſuch Spettres, may reaſonably make Magiſtrates inquiſitive whether the 
| Perſon (o repreſented have done or ſaid any thing that may argue their conſede- 
racy with Evil Spirits, altho' it may be deſe&ive enough in point of Convidtion ; 
eſpectaily at a time, when 'tis porſible, ſome over-powerful Conjurer may have , 
+ got the $hill of thus exhibiring rhe Shapes of all ſorrs of Perſons, cn purpoſe ro 
fiop the Proſecution of the Wretches, whom .due Enquiries thus provoked, 
might haye made obnoxious unto Juſtice.

that the Peace of Mankind is thereby diſturbed. We are Humane Creatures, 
and we are ſafe while we ſay, they muft be Humane Witneſſes, who alſo have in 
the particular A& of Seeing, or Hearing, which enables therh ro be Witneſſes, 
had no more than Humane Aſhſtances, that are to. turn the Scale when Laws are 
to be execured. And uponthis Head I will further add : A wiſe and a juſt Ma- 
giſtrate, may fo far give way. to a-common Stream of Diſſarisfaion, as to for- 
bear a&ing' up to the heighth of his own Perſv aſion, about what may be judged 
convictive of a Crime, whoſe Nature ſhall be ſo abfiruſe and obſcure, as to raiſe 
much Diſputarioo. Tho' he may nor do what he ſh>uld leave undone, jet he 
may leave undone ſomething that elſe he could do, when the Publick Safety

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VI. If the Party ſuſpefied be the Son or Daughter, the mnan-ſervant or maid-ſtr- 
vant, the Familiar Friend, near Neighbor, or old Companion, of a known and 
conviied Witch: this may bt likewiſe a Preſumption; for Witchcraſt is an Art that 
may be learned. end conveyed from man to man. 

VII. Some add this for a Preſumptien : If the Party ſuſp:fFtd be found to have 
the Devil's mark ; for it i commonly thought, when the Devil mches bis Covenant 
with them, he alwaits leavts bis mark behind them, whirtby be knows them for 
his own ; —— a mark whertof no evident Reaſon in Nature can bt given. 

VIII. Leſtly, If the party examined be Unconſtant, or co travy to himſelf, in hs 
deliberate An,wers, it argueth a Guilty Conſcience, which ſt1ps the frerdom of Ve- 
terance. And yet there are cauſes of Aſtoniſhment, which may befal the Good, as

Among the ſufficient means of Convidtion, the fir is, the free and volun- 
tary Confeſſion of the Crime, made by the party ſuſpeftel and accuſed, after Exami- 
nation. I ſay not, that a bare Confeſſon is ſufficient, but a Confeſſion after due Exa- 
mination, taken upon pregnant prejumptions. What nttds now more witnef or ſur- 
ther Enquiry ? : 

X.V. There is a ſecond ſufficient Conviftion, by the Teſtimony of two Witneſſes, of 
good and honeſt Report, aveuching _— the Magiſtrate, wpon their own Know- 
ledge, thiſe two things : tither that the party accuſed hath made a League with 
the Devil, or bath dont ſome bnown paftice of 1Titchcraft.

XVI. If it cen be proved, that the party bath entertained a Familiar Spirit,and 
had Conference with it, in the likrneſs of ſome viſible Creatures ; here is Evidence 
of witchcraft, 

XVII. If the witneſſes affirm upon Oath, that the « pon ptrſon hath done any - 
eftion or work which nectſarily infers a Covenant made, as, that ht bath uſed En-

ſtrack Eleven juſt before he died. Why, there are many of you, for 
whom I am to do that office this day : Iam to tell you,Tou are come to 
your Eleventh hoxr; there is no more'than a twelfth pare at moſt, of 
your life yet behind.

makes me ſpeak right ell | The Children in their Fits would often Cry out, 
There ſtarids Amy Duny, or Roſe Cullender ; and they would afterwards 
relate, - That theſe Witches appearing before them, threatned them, that if they 
told what they ſaw or heard, they would Tirment them ten times more than ever 
they did before. 
: V. Margaret Arnold, the Siſter of Mr. Pacy, Teſtifi'd unto the like Sut- 
ferings being upon the Children, at her Houſe, whither her Brother had 
Removed them. And that ſometimes, the Children ( «/y ) would ice 
things like Mice, run about the Houſ2; aid one of them fuddenly tnapd 
one with the Tongs, and threw it into the Fire, where it fcrceched out 
like a Rat.

VIII As for Suſan Chandler, her Mother Teſtified, 'That being at-the 
fearch of Roſe Cullender, they found on her Belly a thing like a Teat, of 
an Inch long ; which the ſaid Reiſe aſcribed to a ftrain. - But:near her Pri- 
vy-parts, they found Three more, that were ſmaller than the former. -.At 
te end of the long Teat, there was a little Hale, which appeared, as if 


newiy Sucked;; and upon ſtraining it, a white Milky matter ifſued out. 


The Deponent further ſaid, That her Daughter being one Day concern- 
ed at Roſe Cullenders taking her by the Hand, ſhe fell very . ſick, and at 
Night cry'd our, That Roſe Cullender ould come to Bed unto her. Her Fits 
grew. violent, and in the Intervals of them, ſhe declared, Thar ſhe ſaw 
Roſe Cullender in them, and once hatying of a great Dog with her. She alſo 


Vomited up Crooked Pins; and when ſhe was brought into Court, the fell. 


into her Fits. She Recovered her ſelf in ſome Time, and was asked by 
tae Court, whether ſhe was in a Condition to take an Oath, and give Evt- 
dence. She faid, ſhe could:;; but having been Sworn, ſhe fell into her 
Fits again, and, Burn her Burn her ! were all the words that ſhe could 
ettain power to ſpeak.

IX. Here was the Sum of the Evidence: Which Mr. Serjeanc Keeling, 
Fought not ſufficient to Convict the Priſoners.

His Opini- 
on was, that the Devil in Wiechcratts,, did Work upon the Bodies of Men 
and Women, upon a Natural Foundatiow ; and that he did Extraordinaril y 
aMiR' them, - with ſuch Diſtempers as their Bodies were moſt ſubje& 
ER. | 

X. The Experiment about the Uſefulneſs, yea, or Lawfulneſs whereof 
Good Men have fometimes diſputed, was divers Times made, That tho' 
the AMi&ed wete utterly deprived of all ſenſe in their Fits, yet upon the 
Touch of the Accuſed, they would fo ſcreech out, and fly up, as not upon 
ay other perſons. And yet it was alſo found that once upon the touch of 
an innocent perſon, the like effe& follow'd, which put the whole Courc 
unto a ſtand : altho' a ſinall Reaſon was at length attempted to be given 
for it. 

XI. However, to ſtrengthen the Credit of what had -been already pro- 
duced againſt the Priſoners, One Fohn Seam Teſlif'd, That bringing 
home his Hay in Three Carts, one of the Carts wrenched the Winuow 
of ' Roſe Cullenders Houſe; - whereupon ſhe flew out, with violent Threaten- 
mps againft the Deponene. The other Two Carts, paſſed by Twice, 
Loaded, that Day afterwards ; btt the Cart which touched Cullenders 
Houſe, was Twice or Thrice that Day overturned. Having again Loaded 
it, as they brought it thro' the Gate which Leads out of the Field, the Care 
ſtruck ſo faſt in the Gates Head, that they conld not poflibly get it thro, 
but were forced to cut down the Poſt of the Gate, to make the Cart paſs 
thro', altho' they could no: perceive that the Cart did of either fide touch 
the Gate-Poſt. They afterwards, did with much Dithculty get it home 
to the Yard ; but could not for their Lives get the Care ncar the place, 
where they ſhould unload. They were fain to unload at a great Diſtance ; 
and when they were Tired, the Nofes of them that came to Afliſt them, 
would burſt forth a Bleeding ; ſo they were fain to give over till next morn- 
ng ; and then they unloaded wichour any ditficulty. 

> of #4 Robert Sherringham allo teftifi'd, That the Axle-Tree of his Cart, 
happening in pafling, to break ſome part of Roſe Cullender; Howie, in her 
Anger at it, ſhe vehemently ehreatned him, His Horſes ſhould ſuffer for i. 
And within a ſhort time, all his Four Horſes dy'd ; atter which he ſuttain- 
d many other Loſſes in the ſudden Dving of his Cattle; Hz was allo taken 
vith a Lamenels in his Limbs; ani fo vexed with Lice of an extraorGina- 
y Namber and Bigneſs, that no Art could hingter the Swarming of them, 
al he burne up ewo Suits of Apparel. 
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X ITT. As for Amy Duny, *ewas Teſtif'd by one Richard Spencer that he: 
heard her ſay, The Devil would not let her Reft ; until ſhe were Reveyged on 
the Wife of Cornelius Sandſwel. And that Sandſwel teſtifi'd, thar her Poul- 
wy dy'd ſuddenly, upon Amy Dwnys threatning of chem ; and that her 
Hasbands Chimney fell,, quickly after Duzy had ſpoken of ſuch a diſaſter. 
And a Firkin of Fiſh could not be kept from falling into the Water, upon 
ſuſpicious words of Duny's. : 

X TV. The Judg told the Jury, they were to inquire now, firſt, whe- 
ther theſe Children were Bewitched ; and ſecondly, Whether the Priſo- 
ners at the Bar were guilty of it. Hz made no doubt, ' there, were ſuch 
Creatures as Witches ; for the Scriptures affirmed ic; and the Wiſdom of 
all Nations had provided Laws againſt ſuch perſons. He pray'd the 
God of Heaven to direc their Hearts in the weighty thing they had in 
hand ; for, To Condemns the Innocent, and let the Guilty go free, were both an. 
Abomination to the Lord. | 

The Jury in half an hour brought them in Guilty upon their ſeveral In- 
dictments, which were Nineteen in Number. 

The.next Morning, the Children with their Parents, came to the Lodg- 
ings of the Lord Chief Juſtice, and were in as good health as ever in their | 
Lives. ; being Reſtored: within half an Hour after the Witches were 
Convicted.. ; 

The: Witches. were Executed ; and Carfeſſed nothing ;. which indeed 
will not be wondred by them, who Conſider and Entertain the Judgment 
of a Judicious Writer, That the Unpardonable Sin, is moſt uſually Committed 
by Profeſſors of the Chriſtian Religion, falling into Witchcraft.

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Trial to be inſerted in this Book, it becomes me with all Obedience to ſub” 
mit unto the Order, 

I. [This GB. Was Indited for Witch-craſt, and in the proſecution of 
the Charge againſt him, he was Accuſed by five or ſix of the Bewitch- 
ed, as the Anthor of their Miſeries z he was Accuſed by Eight of the 
Conizfiing Witches, as being an head Aﬀor at ſome of their Helliſh. Ran- 
dezvouzzs, and one who had the promite of being a King in Satan's King- 
dom, now going to be Ereced: He was accuſed by Nine Perſons for ex- 
traordinary Lifting, and ſuch feats of Strength, as could not be done with- 
out a Diabolical Afﬀiſtance. And for other ſuch things he was Accuſed, 
until about. thirty Teſtimonies were brought in againſt him; nor were 
theſe judg'd the half of what might have been conſidered for his Convieti- 
on :* However they were enough to fix the Character- of a Witch upon 
him according to the Rules of Reaſoning, by the Judicious Gaw/e, in that 
Caſe direced. 6 5 

IT. The Court being ſenſible, that the Teſtimonies of the Parties Be- 
witched , uſe .to have a , Room among - the Suſpicions or Preſumptions , 
brought in againſt one one Indicted for Witch-craft 5 there were now 
heard the Teſtimonies of ſeveral Perſons, who were moſt notoriouſly 
Bewitched, and every day Tortured by Inviſible Hands, and theſe now 
all charged the Spe&res of G. B. to have a ſhare in their Torments. Ac 
the Examination of this G. B. the Bewitched People were grievoully har- 
raſfed with Preternatural Miſchiefs, which could not poſlibly be Difſem- 
bled; and they ſtill aſcribed it. unto the endeavours of G. B. to Kill 
them. And now upon the Tryal of one of the Bewitched Perſons, te- 
ſtified, that in her Agonies, a little black Hair'd Man came to her, 1ay- 
ing his Name was B. and bidding her ſet her hand to a Book which he 
ſhewed unto her ;. and bragging that he was a Conjurer, above the ordinary 
Rank of Witches ; That he often Perſecuted her with the offer of thac 
Book, ſaying, She ſhould be well; and need fear nobody, if ſhe would but Sign 
# ; But he inflited cruel Pains and Hurts upon her, becauſe of her de- 
nying ſo to do, The Teſtimonies of the other Sufferers concurred with 
theſe; and it was remarkable, that whereas Biting was one, of the ways 
which the Witches uſed for the vexing of the Sutterers z when. they cry'd 
out of G. B. Biting them, the print of the Teeth would be ſeen on the 
Fleſh of the Complainers, and juſt ſuch a Set of Teeth as G. Bs 
would then appear upon them, which could be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe 
of ſome other Mens. Others of them teſtified, That in their: Torments, 
G. B. tempted them to go unto a Sacrament,unto which they perceived him 
with a Sound of Trumpet, Summoning of other Witches, who quickly 
after the Sound, would come from. all Quarters unto the Rendezvouz. 
One of them falling into a kind of Trance, afhrmed, that G. B. bad car- 
ried her away into a very high Mountain, where he ſhewed her mighty 
and glorious Kingdoms, and faid, He would give them all ts. her, if ſhe woul 
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2write in his Book; but ſhe told him, They were none of vis to give ;and refu- 
ſed the Motions; enduring of much Miſery for that refuſal. : 


It coft the:Coutt 'a wonderful deal: of Trouble, to hear the Teſtimo- 


monies of the Sufferers; ſor when they were going to give in their Do- 
poſlirions, they would for a long time be taken with Fits, that made them 
-uncapable of ſrying any thing. The Chief Judg asked the Priſoner, 
who he thought hindred thele Witneſſes from giving their Te imonies ? 
And he anſwered, He ſuppoſed it was the Devil, Tnat Honourable Perſon 
replied, How comes the Devil thento be [0 loath to have any Teſtimony born againſt 
you ? Which caſt him into very great Confuſion. | 
[iT. It has been a frequent thing for the Bewitched People to be enter- 
rained with Apparitions of Ghoſts of Murdered People, ac the ſame time 
that the Spectres of the Witches trouble them. Theſe Ghoſts do always 
affright the Beholders more than all the other 1pe&ral Repreſentations ; 
and when they exhibit themſelves, they cry out, of being Murthered by 
the Witch-crafts or other Violences of the Perſons who are then in Spe- 
d&re preſent. -It is further conſidered, that -6nce or twice, thefe 4 Pari- 
tiozs have been ſeen by others, at the very fatne time they have ſhewn 
themſelves to the Bewitched ; and ſeldom have there been theſe Appars- 
tions, bur when ſomething unuſual or ſuſpe&ed, have atrended the Death 
of the Party thus Appearing. Some that have been accuſed by theſe 
Apparitions accoſting of the Bewitched People," who had never . heard a 
word of any ſuch Perſons ever being in the World, have 'npon a fair Ex- 
amination, freely and fully confeſſed the Murthers of thoſe very Perſons, 
altho' theſe alſo did not know how the Appatitions had complained of 
them. Accordingly ſeveral of the Bewitched, had given in their Teſti- 
- mony, that - they had heen troubled with the Apparitions of ewo Wo- 
men, who ſaid, 'that they were G. Bs two! Wives, and that. he”. had 
been the Death of them and that the Magiſtrates muft be told of it, 
before whom if B. upon 'his' Tryal denied "1t; they did not know- bat 
that they ſhould appear again in Court. Now, G. B. had been” Infa- 
mous for the Barbarous uſage of his two late Wives, all the Country 
over. Moreover, it was teſtified, the Speare of G.. B. threatning of the 
Sufferers, told them, he had Killed ( beſides others) Mrs. Lawſon and her 
Daughter Am. And it was noted, that theſe were the Vertnous Wife 
and Daughter of one at whom this G. B. might have a prejudice for his 
being ſerviceable at Salem Village, from whence himſelf had in itt Terms 
removed fome Years before : And that when they dy'd, which was long 
fince, there were fonie odd Circumſtances abont them, which made ſome 
of the Attendents there ſuſpe&t ſomerhing of Witch-craft, tho none Ima- 
gined fiom what Quarter ir ſhould come. ._ ER 
Well. G. B. being now upon his Tryal, one of rhe Bewitched Perfons 
was caſt into Horror at the Ghoſt of Bs ewo Deceaſed Wives then” ap- 


pearing betore him, and crying for Fergeance againit him. Hereupon feve- 


ral 
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ral of the Bewitched Perſons were ſucceſhvely called in, who all not know- 
ing what the former had ſeen and faid, concurred in their Horror of the 
Apparition, which they aftirmed that he had before him. Bur he, tho 
mach appalled, utterly deny'd that he diſcerned any thing of it ; nor was 
it any: part of his Conwittion. 

IF. Judicious Writers have afligned it a .great place in the Convidtion 
of Witches, when Perſons are Impeached by other notorious Witches, to bg. as ill 
as themſelves ; eſpecially, if the Perſons have 'beew much noted for negle&img the 
Worſhip of God. Now, as there might have been Teſtimonies enough of 
G. B's Antipathy to Prayer, and the other Ordinances of God, tho by his 
Profeflion, ſingularly Obliged thereunto ; ſo, there now came in againſt 
the Priſoner, the Teſtimonies of ſeveral Perſons, who confeſſed their own 
having been horrible F/tcbes,: and ever fince their Confeſlions, had been 
themſelves terribly Tortured by the Devils and other Witches, even like 
the other Sufferers; and therein undergone the Pains of many Deaths for 
their Confeflions. | | . 

Theſe now teſtified,that G. B. had been at Witch-meetings with them; and 
that he was the Perſon who had Seduc'd,and Compell'd them into the ſnares 
of Witch-crafe : That he promiſed them Fine Cloaths, for doing it ; that 
he braught Poppets to them, . and Thorns- to ſtick into thoſe Poppetrs, for 
the. Aﬀtli&ing of othex People; and that he exhorted them with the eſt 
of the Crew, to Bewitch all Salem-Village, but beſure to do it. Gradually, 
if they would prevail in what they did. | 
When the Lancaſhire Witches were Condemn'd, I don't remember that 
there: was any conſiderable further Evidence, than thae of the Bewi:ched, 
and-than that of ſome that confefled. We 'fee fo much already. againſt 
G, B. But this being indeed not enough, there were other things to render 
what had. been already produced credible. 

V. A famous Divine recites this among the Convidtions of a Witch ; 
The Teſtimony of the party Bewitched, whether Pining or Dying ; together with the 
joint Oaths f ufficient Perſons that have ſeen certain Prodigious Pranks or Feats 
wrought by the Party Accuſed. Now, God had been pleated fo to leave this G. 
B. that he had enſnared himſelf by ſeveral Inſtances, which he had for- 
merly given of a Preternatural Strength, and which were now produced 
againſt him. He was a very Puny Man, yet he had often done things 
beyond the ſtrength of a Giant. A Gun of about feven foot Barrel, 
and ſo heavy that ſtrong Men could not ſteadily hold ic out with both 
hands ; there were ſeveral Teſtimonics, given in by Perſons of Credit and 
Honor, that he made nothing of taking up ſuch a Gun behind the Lock, 
with but one hand, and holding it our like a Piſtol, at Arms-end. G. 
B. in his Vindication, was ſo fooliſh as to ſay, That an Indian was there, 
and held it out at. the ſame time: Whereas none of the Spectators ever 
hw any ſuch Indian; but they ſuppoſed, the Black Man, ( as the Witches 
call the Devil; and they generally fay he reſembles an Indian) might 
ewe 
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Sive him that Afliſtance. "There was Evidence likewiſe brought in, that 
'e made nothing of ' taking up whole Barrel fiiPd. with - Malaſſes or 
Cider, in very diſadvantageous Poſtures, and Carrying of them through 
the difficulteſt Places out of a Canoo to the Shore. 

Yea, there were two Teſtimonies, that G. B. with only putting the 
Fore Finger of his Right hand into the Muzzle of an heavy Gun, a 
Fowling-piece of about ſix or ſeven foot | Barrel, did lift up the Gun, 
and hold it out at Armsend; a Gun which the Deponents thought 
{trong Men could not with both hands lift up, and hold out at the But- 
end, as is uſual. Indeed, one of theſe Witnelles was over-per{waded 
by ſome Perſons, to be out of the way upon G. B's Iryal z but he 
came afterwards with Sorrow tor his withdraw, and gave in his Teſtimony : 

or were either of theſe Witneſſes made-uſe of as Evidences in the 
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_ VL. There came in ſeyeral Teſtimonies relating to the Domeſtick Afﬀeairs 
of G. B. which had a very hard Afſpe&t upon him ; and not only prov'd 
him a very ill Man ; but alſo confirmed the belief of the Character, which 
had been already faſtned on him. 

*Twas teſtified, that keeping bis two: Succeflive Wives in -a ſtrange kind 
of Slavery, . he would when | he came-: home from abroad, pretend 'to tell 
the Talk which any had with them ; That he has brought then tothe point 
of Death, by his harſh Dealings with his: Wives, and then made- the- Peo- 
= about him, to promiſe that in cafe Death ſhould happen, they would 
ay nothing of ic; That he uſed all means to make his Wives Write, Sign, 
Seal, and Swear a Covenant, never to reveal any of his Secrets ; That 
his Wives had privately complained unto the Neighbours about frigheffl 
Apparitions of Evil Spirits, with which their Houſe was:lometimes infefted; 
and that many ſuch things haye been whiſpered-among the Neighbourhood. 
There were alſo fome other'Teſtimonies relating to the Death of People 
whereby the Conſciences of an Impartial Jury were convinced that' G. B, 
had Bewitched the Perſons mentioned -in the Complaints. -But T am for- 
ced to omit ſeveral ſuch paſlages, in this, as well as in all the fucceedin 
Tryals, becauſe the Scribes who took: notice: of them, . have not ſupplye 
me. 

VII. One Mr. Ruck, Brother-in-Law to this G. B. teſtified, that G. B. and 
himſelf, and his Siſter, who was G. B's Wife, going out for two or three 
Miles to gather Straw-berries, Rack with his Siſter, the Wife of G. B. Rode 
home very Softly, with G. B. on Foot in their Company, G. B. ſtept aſide a 
litle into the Buſhes ; whereupon they halted and Halloo'd*” for him: He 
not anfwering, they went away homewards, with a qucikened pace, - with- 
out expecation of ſeeing him in a conſiderable while; and yet when they 

were got near home, to their Aſtoniſhment, they found him on foot 
with them, having a Basket of Straw-berries, G. B.immediately then fell 
to Chiding his Wite, on the account of what ſhe had been fpeaking to her 
| | Rro- 
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Brother, of him, on the Road : which when they wondred at, he ſaid, He 
knew their thoughts, Ruck, being ſtartled at that, made ſome Reply, iutima- 
ting, that the Devil himſelf did not know ſo far ; but G. 5. anſwered, 
My God makes known your Thoughts unto me. The Priſoner now at the Bar had 
nothing to>anſwer, unto what was thus witneſſed againſt him, that was 
worth corſidering. Only he ſaid, Ruck, and his Wife left a Man with him, 
when they left h'\m,W hich Rack now affirm'd to be falſe; and when the Court 
asked G. B. What the Man's Name was? his Countenance wzs much altered z 
nor could he ſay, who 'twas. But the Court began to think, that he then 
ſtep'd aſide, only that by the aſſiſtance of the Black, Man, he might put on 
his [nvi/ibility, and in that Faſcinating 24:F, gratifie his own Jealous Hu- 
mour, to hear what they ſaid of him. Which trick of rendring themſelves 
Inviſible, our Witches do in their Confeſſions pretend, that they ſometimes 
are Maſters of ; and it is the more credible, becauſe there is Demonltra- 
Lion, that they often render many other things utterly nv:/ible. 

VIII. Faltring, faulty, unconſtant, and contrary Anſwers upon judicial and 
deliberate Examination, are counted ſome unlucky Symptoms of Guilt, in all 
Crimes, eſpecially in Witchcrafts, Now there never was a Priſoner more 
eminent for them,than G. B. both at his Examination and on his Trial. His 
Tergiver ſations,Contradifions, and Falſhoods, were very ſenſible : he had little 
to ſay, but that he had heard ſome things that he could not prove, Reflect- 
ing upon the Reputation of ſome of the Witneſſes. Only he gave in a Paper 
to the Jury ; wherein, altho? he had many times before, granted, not only 
that there are W:rcbes, but alſo, that the preſent Sufferings of the Country 
are the effets of horrible Witchcrafts, yet he now goes to evince it, That 
there neither are, nor ever were Witches, that having made a Compatt with the 
Devil, can ſend a Devil te Torment other people at a diſtance, This Paper was 
Tranſcribed out of Aay ; which the Court preſently knew, as ſoon as they 
heard ir. But be ſzid, he had taken none of it out of any Book ; for which, 
his Evaſion afterwards, was, That a Gentleman gave him the Diſcourſe in 
a Manuſcript, from whence he Tranſcribed it. 

[X. The Jury brought him in Guilty : But when he came to Die, he ut- 
terly deni'd the Fact, whereof he had been thus convicted:

1. C'He was Indicted for Bewitcbing of ſeveral Perſons in the Neigh- 
bourhood, the Indiftment being drawn up, according to the Form in 
[ ſach 
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ſuch Caſes uſual. And pleading, Not Guilty, there were brought in ſeveral: 
perſons, who had long undergone many kinds of Miſeries, which were pre- 
eernaturally inflicted, and generally aſcribed unto an horrible Witchcraft. 
There was httle occaſion toprove the Witchcraft, it being evident and no- 
torious to all beholders. Now to fix the Witchcraft on the Priſoner at the 
Bar, the firſt thing uſed, was the Teſtimony of the Bewitched; whereof 
ſeveral teſtifi'd, That the Shape of the Priſoner did oftentimes very grie- 
vouſly Pirch them, Choak them, Bite them,and AfﬀMi@t them ; urging them to 
write their Names in a Bok, whichthe ſaid Spectre called, Ours. One of 
them did further teftifie, that it 'was the Shape of this Priſoner, with ano- 
ther, which one day took her:from her Wheel, and carrying her to the Ri- 
ver-{ide, threatned there to Drown-her, if ſhe did not Sign to the Book. 
mentioned: which yet ſhe refuſed. Others of them did allo teſtifte, that 
the ſaid Shape, did in her Threats brag to them, that ſhe had been the 
Death of ſundry Perſons, then by her named ; that ſhe had Riaden a Man 


then likewiſe named. Another teſtifi'd, the Apparition of Ghoſts unto. 


the Spectre of Brſbop, crying out, You. Murdered is | About the Truth where- 
of, there'was in the Matter of Fact but too much ſuſpicion 

{{. It was teſtifl'd, That at the Examination of the Priſoner before 
the Magiſtrates, the Bewitched were-extreamly tortured, If ſhe did 
but-caſt'ter Eyes on them, they were prefently ſtruck down ;- and this in 


ſoch a manner as there-could be no Collufton in the Buſineſs. But upon: 


the Touch of ther Hand vpon them, when they lay in their Swoons, they 
would immediately Revive 3 and not upon the Touch of any ones elſe. 
Moreover, Upon fome Special Aftions of her Body, as the ſhaking of her 


Head, or the turning of her Eyes, they preſently and painfully fell into- 


the like poſtures. And many of the. like Accidents'now fell ont, while ſhe 
was at the Bar. One at the ſame'time teſtifying, That ſhe ſaid, She could 
not be troubled to fee the afflifted thus tormented, 

Hl. There was Teſtimony likewiſe brought in, thata Man ſtriking once 


at the place, where a bewitched perſon ſaid, the Shape of this Biſhop ſtood,. 


the bewitched cried. out, That he had tore h:r Coat, in the place then parti- 


cularly ſpecifd ;. and the Woman's -Coat was found to- be Torn in that: 


very place. 
IV. One Deliverance Hobbs, who had confeſſed her being a Witch, was 


now tormented-by the Spectres, for her Confeſſion. And ſhe now teſtifi'd,. 


That this Biſhop tempted her to Sign the Book again, and to deny what 
ſhe had confeſs'd. She affirm'd, That it was the Shape of this Priſoner, 
which whipped her with Iron Rods, to compel her thereunto. And ſhe af- 
firmed, that this B:ſhop was at a General Meeting of the Witches, in a 
Field at Salem-Village;and there partook of a Diabolical Sacrament in Bread 
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and. Wine. then adminiſtred. V. To- 
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V. To render it further unqueſtionable, that the Priſoner at the Bar, was 
the Perſon truly charged in THIS Witchcraft, there were-produced many 
Evidences of O THER Witchcrafts, by her perpetrated. For [nſtance, John: 
Cook teftifiid, That abour five or {ix Years ago, one Morning, about Sun- 
Riſe, he was in his Chamber aſſaulted by the Shape of this Priſoner : which 
look*d on him, grina*d at him, and very much hurt him with a Blow on tke 
ſide of the Head : and that on the ſame day, about Noon, the ſame Shape 
walked in the Room where he was, and an Apple ſtrangely flew out of his 
Hand, into the Lap of his Mother, fix or eight Foot from him. 

VI. Samuel Gray teſtififd, That about fourteen Years ago, he wak'd on a 
Night, and ſaw the Room where he lay full of Light ; and that he then ſaw 
plainly a Woman between the Cradle, and the Bed-ſide, which look©d upon 
him. He roſe, and it vaniſhed ; tho* he found the Doors all faſt. Looking 
out 2t the Entry-door,he ſaw the ſame Woman,in the ſame Garb again; and 
ſaid, In God's Name, what do you come for? He went to Bed, and had the 
ſame Woman again aſſaulting him. The Child in the Cradle gave a great 
Screech, and the Woman diſappeared, It was long before the Child 
could bequieted ; and tho' it were a very likely thriving Child, yet from 
this time it pined away, and, after divers Moriths, died in a ſad Condition. 
He knew not Biſhop, nor her Name; but when he faw her after this, he 
knew by her Countenance, and Apparel, and all Circumſtances, that it was 
the Apparition of this B:ſbop, which had thus troubled him. 

VII. Fobn Bly and his Wife teſtifi'd, That he bought a Sow of Edward 
Biſhop,the Husband of the Priſoner ; and was to pay the Price agreed, unto 
another .perſon, This Priſoner being angry that ſhe was thus hindred from 
fiogring the Mony, quarrell'd with Bly. Soon after which, the Sow was 
taken with ſtrange Fits ; Jumping, Leaping, and Knocking her Head againſt 
the Fence ; ſhe ſeem'd Blind and Deaf, and would neither Eat nor be Suck'd: 
Whereupon a Neighbour ſaid, ſhe believed the Creature was Over-looked; 
and ſundry other Circumſtances concurred, which made the Deponents be- 
lieve that B:ſhop had bewitched it. 

VIII. Richard Coman teftifi'd, That eight Years ago, as he lay awake in 
his Bed, with a Light burning in the Room, he was annoy'd with the Ap» 
marition of this B:ſhop, and of two more that were ſtrangers to him, who 
came and oppreſſed him ſo;that he could neither ſtir himſelf,nor wake any 
one elſe.and that he was the Night after,moleſted again in the like manner; 
the ſaid Biſhop;taking him by the Throat, and pulling him almoſt out of the 
Bed, His Kinfwan offered for this cauſe to lodge with him; and that 
Night, as they were 2wake, diſcourſing together, this Comar: was once more 
viſited by the Gueſts which had formerly been fo troubleſom 3; his Kin- 
man being at the ſame time ſtruck ſpeechleſs, and unable to moye Hand or 
"8 3 Foot. 
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Foot. Head laid his Sword by him, which theſe unhappy Speares did T 


ſtrive much to wreſt from him ; only he held too faſt for them. He then 
grew able to call the People of his Houſe ; bnt altho" they heard him, yet 
-they had not power to ſpeak or ſtir; until at- laſt, one of the People crying 
out, YVhat's the matter ? The Spedtres all vaniſhed. | 

IX. Samuel Shattock teſtify'd, That m the Year, 1680. this Bridger Biſhop, 
often came to his Houſe upon ſuch frivolous and fooliſh Errands, that they 
ſuſpected ſhe came indeed with a purpoſe of miſchief. Preſently, where- 
upon, his eldeſt Child, which was of as promiſing Health and Senſe, as 
any Child of its Age, began to droop exceedingly; and the oftner that 
Biſhop came to the Houſe, the worſe grew the Child. As the Child would be 
ſtanding at the Door, he would be thrown and bruiſed againtt the Stones, 
by-an inviſible Hand, and in like ſort knock his Face againſt the ſides of. 
the Houſe, and bruiſe it after a miſerable manner. Afterwards this Biſhop 
would bring him things to Dye,whereof he conld not imagin any uſe; and 
when ſhe paid him a piece of Mony, the Purſe and Mony were unaccount- 
ably conveyed out of a lock*d Box, and never ſeen any more. The Child 
was immediately, hereupon, taken with terrible Fits, whereof his Friends 
thought he wonld have «dyed: Indeed he did almoſt nothing but Cry and 
Sleep for ſeveral Months together ; and at length his Underſtanding was- 
utterly taken away. Among other Symptoms of an Inchantment upon 
him, one was, That there was a Board in the Garden, whereon he would 
walk ; andall the Invitations in the World could never fetch him off. A- 
bout 17 or 18 years after, therecame a Stranger to Shatrock's Houſe, who 
feeing the Child, ſaid , This poor Child is Bewitched , and you have a 
Neighbour living not far off, who is a Witch. He added, Your Neighbour 
has had a falling out with your Wife; and ſhe ſaid, in her Heart, your Wife us a. 
- proud VVoman, and ſhe would bring down her Pride in thu Child, He then re- 
membred, ,that Biſhop had parted from his Wife in. muttering and menacing, 
Terms, a little before the Child was taken Ill. The aboveſaid Stranger: 
would needs carry the bewitched Boy with him, to Biſhop's Houſe, on pre- 
tence of buying a pot of Cyder. The Woman entertained him in furious: 
manner? and flew alſo upon the Boy, ſcratching his Face till the Blood 
came; and ſaying, - Thou Rogue, what aoft thou bring this Fellow here to plague 
me ? Now it ſeems the Man had ſaid, before he went, That he would fetch 
Blood of her, Ever after the Boy was follow'd with grievous Fits, which 
the Do@ors themſelves generally aſcribed unto YYitchcrafe ; and wherein 
he would be throwa ſtill into theFire or the Y/arer,it he were notconſtantly 
look'd after; and it was verily believed that Biſhop was the cauſe of ir. 

X. John Louder teſtify*d, T hat upon ſome little Controverſy with Biſhop 
about her Fowls, going well to Bed, he did awake in the Night by —_ 
light 


Jnvillble Wozld, + 
light, and did ſee clearly the likeneſs of this Woman grievoully oppreſling 
himzin which miſerable condition ſheſheld him,unable to help himſelf, cill 
near Day. He told Biſhop of this ; but ſhe deny'd it, and threatned him 
.very much: Quickly after this, being at home on a Lords day, with the 
doors ſhut abour him, he ſaw a black Pig approach him ; at which, he go- 
ing to kick, it vaniſhed away. Immediately after, fitting down, he ſaw a 
black. Thing jump ir at the Window, and come and ſtand b:fore him. The 
Body was like that of a Monkey, the Feet like a Cocks, but the Face much 
like a Mans. He being ſo extreamly affrighted, that he could not ſpeak ; 
this Monter ſpoke-to him, and ſaid, I am a Meſſenger ſent unto you, for [ 
anderſt and that you are in ſomeTrouble of Mind,and if you will be ruled by me,you 
ſhall want for nothing in this Yorld, Whereupon he endeavoured to clap his 
Hands upon it; bur he could feel no ſubſtance; and it jumped out of the 
Window 3g2in; but immediately came in Þy the Porch, tho? the Doors 
were ſhut, and ſaid, Yo 2d better take my Connſel ! He then ſtruck at it with 
a Stick, bur {track only tiie Ground-lſel, and broke the Stick: The Arm 
with which he ſtruck was preſ>ntly Diſenabled, and it vaniſhed away. He 
preſently went out at the Back-door, and ſpied this Biſhop, in her Orchard, 
going toward her Houſe; bur h2 hid not pow:r t2 f:t one foot forward un- 
to her. Whereupon, returning into the Houſe, he was immediately ac- 
coſted by the Monſter he had ſeen before ; which Goblin was now going to 
fly at him ; whcrear he cry*d out, The whole Armour of God be between me and 
you! So it ſprang back, and flew over the Apple-tree; ſhaking many Ap- 
ples off tte Tree, in its flying over. At its leap, it flung Dirt with its: 
Feet againſt the Stomack of the Man 3 whereon he was then ſtruck Dumb, 
and fo continued for three Days together. Upon the producing of this 
Teſtimony, Biſh»p deny*d that ſh? knew this Deponent : Yet their two 
Orchards joined ; and they had ofren had their little Quarrels for ſome 
years together, 

Xl. V/illiam Stacy teſtify*d, That receiving Mony of this Biſhop, for 
work done bÞhim; he was gone but a matter of three Rods-from her, and 
looking for his Mony, found it unaccountably gone from him: Some time 
after, Biſhop asked him, whether her Father would grind her Griſt for her ? 
He demanded why ? She reply'd, Becauſe Folks count me a VYitch; He an- 
ſwered, Vo que#1on but he will grind it for you. Being then gone about ſix 
Rods from her, with a ſmall Load in his Cart, ſuddenly the Off-wheel 
ſtump*d, and ſunk down into an hole, upoa plain Ground ; ſo that the 
Deponent was forced to get help for the recovering of the Wheel : Bur 
ſtepping back to Iook for the hole, which might give him this Diſtaſter, 
there was none at all to be found. Some time after, he was waked inthe: 
Night; but it ſeem'd as light as day ; and he perfetly ſaw the ſhape of _ 

| Bi(hop - 
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Biſhop m the Room, troubling of him; but npon her going out, all was 
+ dark again. He charg'd Biſbop afterwards with it, and ſhe deny'd it not ; 
but was very angry. Quickly after, this Deponent having been threatned 
by Bſbop, as he was in a dark Night going to the Barn, he was very fud- 
denly taken or lifted from the Ground, and thrown againſt a Stone-walt : 
After that, he was again hoiſted up and thrown down a Bank, at the end 
of his Houſe. After this again, paſſing by this Biſhop, his Horſe with a 
-ſmall Load, ſtriving-to draw, all his Gears flew to pieces, and the Cart fell 
down ; and this Deponent going then to lift a Bag of Corn, of about two 
.Buſhels, could not budge it with all his Might. 

Many other Pranks of this Biſhep's this Deporent was ready to teſtify. 
Re alſo teſtify'd, That he verily belicy'd, the ſaid Biſ:op, was the Inſtru- 
-ment. of his Daughter Priſcilia's Dezth ; of which ſuſpicion, pregnant 
Reaſons were alligned. 

.XII. To crown all, John Bly and Y/liam Bly teſtify*d, That being em- - 
ploy'd by Bridger Biſhop, to help to take down the Cellar- wall of the old 
Houſe wherein ſhe formerly lived,they did.in holes of the ſaid old Wall, find 
ſeveral Poppers, -made up of Rags and Hogs-briltles, with headleſs Pins in 
them, the Points being outward ; whereof ſhe could now give no Account 

unto the Court, that was reaſonable or tolerable. 

XIII. One thing that made againſt the Prifoner was, her being evidently 
convicted of groſs Lying in the Court, ſeveral times, while ſhe was making 
her Plea; but beſides this,a Jury of Women found a preternatural Teat up- 
.on her Body : But upon's ſecond ſearch, within 3 or 4 hours, there was 
.no ſuch thing to be ſeen. There was alſo an Account of other People whom 
this Woman had afflicted ; and there might have been many more, if they 
had been enquired for ; but there was no need of them. 

XVI. There was one very ſtrange thing more, with which the Court 

was newly entertained. As this Woman was under a Guard, paſling by the 
great and ſpacious. Meeting-houſe of Salem, ſhe gave a look towards the 
-Houſe : And immediately a Demon inviſibly entring the Meeting; houſe, 
tore down a-part of it; ſo that tho*_there was no Perſon to be ſeen there, 
yet the People, at the noiſe, running in, found a Board, which was 
ſtrongly faſtaed with ſeveral Nails, tranſported unto another quarter of 
the Houſe. 
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IIL. The Tyal of Suſanna Martin, .at the Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
held by Adjournment at Salem, June 29. 1692. 


i Uſanna Martin, pleading Not Guilty to the Inditment of Witchcraft, 
brought in againſt her, there were produced the Evidences of ma- 
ny 
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ny Perſons very ſenſibly and grievonſly Bewitched ; who all complained: 


of the Priſoner at the Bar, as the Perſon whom they believed the cauſe of 
their Miſeries. And now, as well as in the other Trials, there was an 
extraordinary Endeavour by Witchcrafts, with Cruel and frequent Fits, to: 
hinder the poor Sufferers from giving in their Complaints, which the 
Court was forced with much Patience to obtain, by much waiting and 
watching for it. | | 

1. There was now alſo an account given of what paſſed at: her firſt Ex- 
amination before the Magiſtrates. The Caſt of her Eye, then ſtriking the 
afflicted People to the Ground, whether they ſaw that Caſt or no ; there 
were theſe among otherPaſſages between theMagiſtrates and the Examinate:.. 

Magiſtrate. Pray, what ails theſe People ? 

Martin, I don't know. 

Magiſtrate. But what do you think ails them ? 

Martin. 1 don't deſire to ſpend my Judgment upon it. 

Magiſtrate, Don't you think they are bewitch'd ? 

Marti. No, 1 do not think they are. 

Magiſirate, Tell us your Thoughts about them then. 


Martim, No, my thoughts are my own, when they are in, but when: 


they are out they are anothers. Their Maſter. 

Magiſtrate. Their Maſter ? who do you think is their Maſter ? 

Martin. If. they be dealing in the Black Art, yon may knowas well as -1.. 

Magiſtrate. Well, what have you done towards this ? 

Martin. Nothing at all. 

Magiſtrate. Why, tis you or your Appearance. 

Martm. 1] cannot help it. 

Magiſt. Is it not your Maſter? How comes your Appearance to hurt theſe? 

Martin. How do | know ? He that appeared in the Shape of Samuel, a 
glorified Saint, may appear in any ones Shape. 

It was then alſo noted in her, as-in others-like her, that if the Aficted 
went to approach her, they were flung down to the Ground. And, when 
ſhe was asked the Reaſon of it, ſhe ſaid, 1 cannot rell ; it may be, the Devil 
bears me more Malice than another. 

III; The Court accounted themſelves, alarum'd by theſe Things, toen- 
quire further into the'Converſation of: the Priſoner ; and ſee what there

might occur, to render theſe Accuſations further credible. Whereupon,. 


Fohn Allen of Salisbury, teſtify'd, That he refuſing, becauſe of the weak- 
nefs of his Oxen, to-Cart ſome Staves at the requeſt of this Martin, ſhe 
was difpleaſed at it; and faid, It had been as good that he had; for his Oxen 
ſhould never do him much more Service. Wherenpon, this Deponent ſaid, 


Doft thou threaten me, thou old VVitch ? I'l throw thee into the Brook : Which - 
| | tO - 
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to avoid, ſhe flew over the Bridge, and eſcaped. But, as he was going 
home, one of his Oxen tired, ſo that he was forced to Unyoke him, that.he 


might get him home. . He then pur his Oxen, with many-more, upon Saliſ-* 


b:ry Beach, where Cattle did uſe to get F!{», In a few days, all the Oxen 
upon the Beach were found by their Tracks, to have run unto the Mouth 
of Merrimzack-River, and not returned ; but the next day they were found 
come aſhoreupon PlumYſland. They that ſought them, uſed all imagin- 
able gentleneſs, but they would-ſtill run away with a violence, that ſeem- 
ed wholly Diabolical, till they came near the Mouth of Merrimack- River ; 
when they ran right into the Sea, ſwimming as far as they could be ſeen. 


One of them then ſwam back again, with a ſwiftneſs, amazing to the Be- 


holders, who ſtood ready to receive him, and help up his tired Carcaſs : 
But the Beaſt ran furiouſly up into the Iſland, and from thence, thorough 
the Marſhes, up into Newbury Town, and ſoup into the Woods; and there 
after a while found near Amesbury, So that, of fourteen good Oxen, 
there was only this ſaved : The reſt were all caſt up, ſome in one place, 
2nd ſome in another, Drowned. 

IV. John Atkinſon teſtifi'd, That he exchanged a Cow, with a Son of 
Suſanna Martin's, whereat ſhe muttered, and was unwilling he ſhould have 
it. Going to'receive this Cow,tho he Hamlitring'd her,and Halter*d her, ſhe, 
of a Tame Creature, grew ſo mad, that they could ſcarce get her along. 
She broke all the Ropes that were faſtned unto her, and though ſhe were 
ty*d faſt unto a Tree, yet ſhe made her eſcape, and gave them ſuch further 
trouble, as they could aſcribe to no cauſe but Witchcraft. 

V. Bernard Peacke teſtifi'd, That being in Bed,on the Lord's-day Night, 
he heard a ſcrabbling at the Window, whereat he then ſaw Suſanna Mar- 
tjn come in, and jump down upon the Floor. She took hold of this Depo- 
nent's Feet, and drawing his Body upinto an Heap, ſhe lay upon him near 
Two Bours ; inall which time he could neither ſpeak nor ſtir. At length, 
when he could begin to move, he laid hold on her Hand, and pulling it up 
to his Mouth, he bit three of her Fingers, as he judged, unto the Bone. 
Whereupon ſhe went from the Chamber, down the Stairs, out at the 
Door. This Deponent thereupon called unto the People of the Houſe, to 
adviſe them of what palled ; and he himſelf did follow her. The People 
ſaw her not ; but there being a Bucket at the Lefr-hand of the Door, there 
was a drop of Blood found upon it; and ſeveral more drops of Blood upon 
the Snow newly fallen abroad : There was likewiſe the print of her 2 Feet 
juſt without the Threſhold ; but no more ſign of any Footing further off. 

At another time this Deponent was deſired by the Priſoner,to come unto 

an Husking of Corn, at her Houſe ; and ſhe ſaid, If he did not come, it 
ere better that he dja He went not ; but the Night following, Suſanna 


Martin, 
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: Martin, as he judged, and another came towards him. One of them ſaid, 
Here he his | but he baving a Quarter-ſtaff, made a Klow at them. The 
Roof of the Barn, broke his Blow ; but following them to the Window, 
he made another Blow at them, and ſtruck them down; yet they got up, 
and got out, and he ſaw no more of them. 

About this time, there wasa Rumour about the Town, that Martin had 
a Broken Head ; but the Deponent could ſay nothing to that. 

The ſaid Peache alſo teſtifi'd, the Bewitching the Cattle to Death, upon 
Martin's Diſcontents. 

VI. Robert Downer teſtified, That this Priſoner being ſome Years ago 
proſecuted at Court for a Witch, he then ſaid unto her, He believed ſhe was 
« Witch. Whereat ſhe being diſlatisfied, ſaid, That ſome She- Devil would ſhortly 
fetch him away! Which words were heard by others, as well as himſelt. 
The Night following,” as he lay in his Bed, there came in at the Window, 
the likeneſs of a Car, which flew upon him, took faſt hold of his Throar, 
lay on hima conſiderable while,and almoſt killed him. At length he remem- 
bred what Suſama Martin had threatned: the Day before; and with much 
ſtriving he cried out, Avoid, thou She- Devil ! In the Name of Cod the Father, 
the Son, ard the Holy Ghoit, Avoid! Whereupon it left him, leap'd on the 
Floor, and flew out at the Window. : 

And there alſo came in ſeveral Teſtimonies, that before ever Downer 
ſpokea word of this Accident, Suſana Martin and her Family had related, 
How this Downer had been handled | 

VII. John Kembal teſtified, that Suſanna Martin, upon a Cauſcleſs Diſ- 
guſt, had threatned him, about a certain Cow of his, That ſbe ſhald never do 
him any #zore Good : and it came to paſs accordingly. For ſoon after the Cow 
was found ſtark dead on the dry Ground, without any Diſtemper to be dif- 
cerned upon her. Upon which he was followed with a ſtrange Death upon 
more of his Cattle, whereof he loſt in one Spring to the Value of Thirty 
Pounds. But the ſaid John Kembal had a further Teſtimony to give in againſk 
the Priſoner which was truly admirable. | 

Being deſirous to furniſh himſelf with a Dog, he applied himſelf to buy 
one of this Martin, who had a Bitch with Whelps in her Houſe. But ſhe not 
letting him have his choice, he ſaid, he would ſupply himſelf then at one 
Blezdels. Having mark'd a Puppy, which he lik'd at Blezgels, he met George 
Martin, the Busband of the Priſoner, going by, who asked him, Whether he 
would not have ene of his Wives Puppies ? and he anſwered, No. The ſame 
Day, one Edmond Elirt, being at Martin's Houſe, heard George Martin re- 
| Jate, where this Kembal had been, and what he had aid. Whereupon S- 
Janna Martin replied, If 1 live, Ill give him Puppies enough! Within a few 
days after, this Kembal, coming out of the Woods, there aroſe a _ _ 
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Cloud in the N, W. and Kembal immediately felt a force upon him, whictkr 


made him-not able to avoid running upon the ſtumps of Trees, that were 


before him, albeit he had a broad, plain Cart-way, before him ; but tho? he 


had his Ax alfo on his Shoulder to endanger him in his Falls, he could not 
forbear going out of his way to tumble over them. When he came below the 
Meeting: Houſe, there appeared unto him, a little thing like a Puppy, of a 
Darkiſh Colour'; and it ſhot backwards and forwards between his Legs, He 
had the Courage to vſe all poſſible Endeavours of Cutting it with his Ax ; 
but he could not Hit it : the Puppy gave a jump from him, and went, as ta 
him it ſeem'd into the Ground. Goiag a little further, there appeared nn- 
to him! a Black Puppy, ſomewhat bigger than the firſt, but as Black as a Cole. 
Its Motions were quicker than thoſe of his Ax ; it flew at his Belly, and a- 
way ; then at his Throat ; ſo, over his Shoulder one way,and then oyer his 
Shoulder another way. His Heart now began to fail him, and he thought 
the Dog would have tore his Throat out. But he recovered himſelf, and 
called upon:God in his Diſtreſs; and naming the Name of JESUS CHRIST, 
it vaniſhed away at once. The Deponent ſpoke not one Word of theſe 
Accidents, for fear of affrighting his Wife. But the next Morning, Ed- 
mod Elliot,going into Martin's Houſe,this Woman asked him where Kembal 
was ? He replied, At home, a Bed, for ought he knew. She returned, They ſay, 
be was frighted laft Night. Elliot asked, With what ? She anſwered, With Pup- 
pres. Ellzot asked, Where ſhe heard of it; for he had heard nothing of it * She 
rejoined, About the Town. Altho? Kembal had mentioned the Matter to no 
Creature living. 

VIH. Witian Brown teſtifi'd, That Heaven having bleſſed him with a 
moſt Pjous and Prudent Wife, this Wife of his, one day met with Suſanna 
Martin ; but when ſhe approach'd-juſt unto her, Martin vaniſhed out of 
fight, and left her extreamly affrighted. After which time, the ſaid Aſarrin, 
often appear'd unto her, giving her no little trouble ; and when ſhe did 
come, ſhe was viſited with Birds, that ſorely peck?d and prick'd her ; and 
ſometimes, a Bunch, like a Pullet's Egg, would riſe in her Throat, ready to 
choak her, till ſhe cry*d out, Witch, you ſhan*t choak me | While this good 
Woman was in this extremity, the Church appointed a Day of Prayer, on 
her behalf 3; whereupon her Trouble ceas*d ; ſhe ſaw not Martin as former- 
ly ; and the Church, inſtead of their Faſt, gave Thanks for her Delive- 
rance. But a confiderable while after, ſhe being Summoned to give in ſome 
Evidence at the Court, againſt this Marti, quickly thereupon, this Mart; 
came behind her, while ſhe was milking her Cow,and ſaid unto-her, For thy 
defaming her at Court, I'll make thee the miſerable Creature in the World. 
Soon r 1h which, the fell into a ſtrange kind of diſtemper, and became hor- 
ribly frantick; -and uncapable of any reaſonable Attion ; the a 

ring,. 
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.Claring, that her Diſtemper was preternatural, and that ſome Devil had 
certainly bewitched her ; and in that condition ſhe now remained. 

IX. Sarab Artinſon teltify*d, That Suſawna Martin came from Amesbury' 

| £0 their Houſe at Newbury, in an extraordinary Seaſon, when it was not 
fit for any to Travel. She came (as ſhe ſaid, unto Ark;n/on) all that long 
way on Foot. She brag'd and ſhew'd how dry ſhe was; nor could it be 
perceived that ſo much as the Soles of her Shoes were wet. Arkinſon was 
amazed at it ; and profeſſed, that ſhe ſhould her ſelf have been wet up to 
the knees, it ſhe had then came fo far ; but Martin reply'd, She ſcorn'd to be 
Drabbled ! It was noted, that this Teſtimony upon her Trial, caſt her in 
a very ſingular Confuſion. | 

X. John Preſſy teſtify *d, That being one Evening very unaccountably 
Bewildred, near a Field of Martins, and ſeveral times, as one under an En- 
chantment, Teturning to the-place he had lefr, at length he ſaw a marvel- 
lous Light, about the bigneſs of an Half-buſhel, near rwo Rod, out of the 
way. He went, and ſtruck at it with a Stick, and laid it on with all his 
might. He gave it near forty blows 3 and felt it a palpable ſubſtance. Bur 
going from it, his Heels were ſtruck ap, and he was laid with his Back on 
the Ground, liding, as he thought, into a Pit; from whence he recover'd 
by taking hold on the Buſh ; altho' afterwards he could find no ſuch Pit in 
the place. Having, after his Recovery, gone five or fix Rod, he ſaw Saſar- 
nz Martin ſtanding on his Left-hand,as the Light had done before ; but they 
.changed no words with one another. He could ſcarce find his Houſe in 
his Return ; but at length he got home extreamly affrighted. The next 
day, it was upon Enquiry underſtood, that Martin was in a miſerable con> 
ditioa by pains afid hurts that were npon her. | 

It was further teſtify'd by this Deponent, That afrer he had given in 
ſomeEvidence againſt S»/a7ma Martin, many years ago, ſhe gave him foul 
words about it ; and ſaid, He ſhould never proſper more ;, particularly, That 
he ſhould never have more than two Cows ;, that tho" be was never ſo likely to have 
more, yet be ſhofld never have them: + And that from that very day to this, 
namely for twenty years together, -he could never exceed that number 
bur ſome ſtrange thing or other ſtil] prevented his having any more. 


XI. Jervis Ring teſtify*d, That abont ſeven years ago, he was oftentimes 
and grievouſly oppreſſed in the Night, but ſaw not who troubled him; until 
at laſt he Lying perfe&ly Awake, plainly ſaw Suſanna Martin approach him. 
She came to him, and forceably bit him by the Finger; fo that the Print 
of the bite is now, fo long after, to be ſeen upon him. 

X!1. Put beſides all of theſe Evidences, there was a moſt wonderfal Ac-. 


count of one Jaſeph Ring, produced on this occaſion. 
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This Man has been ſtrangely carried about by Demons, from one Witch- 
mcetizg to another, for near two years together ; and for one quarter of 
this time, they have made him, and keep him Dumb, tho? he is now again 
able to ſpeak. There was one T. H. who having, as "tis judged, a. deſign 
of engaging this Joſeph King in a ſnare of Devilliſm, contrived a while, to 
bring this Ring two Shillings in Debt unto him. 
 - Afterwards, this poor Man wonld be viſited withunknown ſhapes, and 

this T. H. ſometimes among them 3 which would force him away with 
them, unto unknown Places, where he ſaw Mczetings, Feaſtings, Dancings ; 
and after his return, wherein they hurried him along through the Air, he 
gave Demonſtrations to the Neighbours, that hz had indeed been ſo tran-, 
ſported. When he was brougit unto theſe helliſh Meetings, one of the firſt 
Things they ſtiil did unto him,was to give him a knock on the Back, where- 
upon he was ever as if bound with Chains; uncapable of ſtirring out of the 
place,till they ſhould releaſe him. He related, that there often came to him 
a Man, who preſented him a Book, whereto he would have him ſer his Hand; 
promiling to him, that he ſhould then have even what he would; and pre- 
ſenting him with all the deletable Things, Perſons and Places, that he 
could imagin. But he refuſing to ſubſcribe, the buſineſs would end with 
dreadful Shapes, Noiſes and Screeches, which almoſt ſcared him out of 
his Wits. Once with the Book, there was a Pen offered him, and an Ink» 
born with Liquor in it, that ſeemed like Blood : But he never touchr' it. 

This Man did now affirm, That he ſaw the Priſoner at ſeveral of thoſe 
helliſh Randezvouzes. 
Note, this Woman was one of the moſt impudent, ſcurrilous, wicked 
Creatures in the-World; and ſhe did now throughont. her whole Tryal, 
diſcover her ſelf to be ſuch an one. Yet when ſhe was asked, what ſhe had 
to ſay for her ſelf? Her chief Plea was, That ſhe had lead a moſt virtuous 
and holy Life.

l. | $05 How pleading Not Guilty tothe Indictment of Witchcrafts, 
then charged upon. her ; the Court, according to the uſual Pro- 
ceedings of the Courts in England, in ſuch Caſes, began with hearing the 
D2politions of ſeveral afflicted People, who were grievouſly tortured by 
ſenhble and evident Witchcrafts, and all complained:of the Priſoner, as the 
cauſe of their Trouble. It was-alſo found that the Sufferers were not able 
| | to 
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| tobear her Look, as likewiſe, that in their greateſt Swoons , they diſtin- 


guiſhed her Touch from other Peoples, -bcing thereby. raiſed out of them. 
And there was other Teſtimony of People to whom the ſhape of this 
How, gave trouble nine or ten years ago. 


H. It has bzen a moſt uſual thing for the bewitched Perſons, at the ſame 
time that the Speres, repreſenting the Witches, troubled them, to be vitited 
with Apparitions of Ghoſts, pretending to have been Murdered by the 
FV/itches then repreſented. And ſometimes the Confeſſions of the Witches 
afterwards acknowledged thoſe very Murders, which theſe Apparitions 
charzed upon them ; altho* they had never heard what Informations had 


been given by the Sufferers, 


There were ſuch Apparitions of Ghoſts teſtified by ſome of the preſent 
Sufferers; and the Ghoſts aftirmed, that this How had Murdered them : 
Which things were fear'd but not prov'd, 


Ht. This How had made ſome Attempts of joyning to the Church at 
Ipſwich, ſeveral years ago; but ſhe was denyed an admiſſion into that Holy 
Society, partly through a ſuſpicion of Witchcraft, then urged againſt her. 
And there now came 1n Teſtimony, of preternatural Miſchiefs, preſently 
befalling ſom? tiat had been Inſtrumental to debar her from the Commun 
on whereupon ſhe was tntruding. 


IV. There was a particular Depoſition of Joſeph Srafford, That his Wife 
had conceived an extream Averſion to this How, on the Reports of hey 
Witchcrafts: But How one day, taking her by. the Hand, and ſaying, 7 
believe you are not ignorant of the great Scandal that I lye under, by an evit Report 
raiſed upon me. She immediately; nnreafonably and unperſwadeably, even 
like one Enchanted, began to take this Woman's part. MHow'being ſoon af- 
ter propounded, as deliring an Admiſſion to the Table of the Lord, ſome 


of the pious Brethren were unſatisfy'd about her, The Elders appointed 


a Meeting to hear Matters objected againſt her ; and no Arguments in the 
World could hinder this Goodwife Sraford from going to the Lecture. She 
did indeed promiſe, witli much ado, that ſhe would not go to'the Charch- 
meeting, yet ſhe could not refrain going thither alſo, Hows Aﬀaoirs there 
were ſocanvaſed, that ſhe came off rather Guilty than Cleared, nevertheleſs 
Goodwife Stafford could not forbear taking her by the Hand, and faymg 
Tho' you are Condenined before Men, you are Juſtify'd before God: She was 
quickly taken in a very ſtrange manner, Ranting, Raving, Raging and 
crying out, Goody How muſt come 1nto the Church ; ſhe is a precious Saint ; and 
tho? ſhe-be condemned before Men, ſhe is Juſtzfy'd before God.. So ſhecontinued 
for. 
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For the ſpace of twoor-three Hours; and then fell into a Trance. But com- 
1ng to her ſelf, ſhe cry'd ont, Ha'! 1 was miftaken; and afterwards again 
repeated, Hz. I was miſtaken ! Being asked by a ſtander by, YYherem ? 
She replyed,7 thought Goody Howhad been a precions Saint of God,but now I ſee 
ſhe is a VVitch: She has bewitched me, and my Child, and we ſhall never be well, 
tl there be a Teſtimony for ber, that ſhe may be taken into the Church. And How 
ſaid afterwards, 'that ſhe was very ſorry to ſee Stafford at the Church-meet- 
ang mentioned. Szaford, after this, declared herſelf. to be afflicted by the 
;Shape of How; and from that Shape ſheendured many Miſcries, | 


V. Jobs How Brother to the Husband of the Priſoner teftified, that he 
-refuſing to accompany -the Priſoner unto her Examination, as was by her 
delired, immediately. ſome of his Cattle were Bewitched to Death, leaping 
three or four foot high,: turning about, ſpeaking, falling and dying at 
once ; and going tocut off an Ear, for an uſe, that might as well perhaps 
have been omitted, the Hand wherein he held his Knife was taken very 
numb, and ſoit remained,and full of Pain,for ſeveral Days, being not well 
at this very Time. And he ſuſpected the Priſoner for the Author of it. 

"VI. Nehemiah Abbot teſtify'd, that unuſual and miſchievous Accidents 
-woutld befal his Cattle, whenever he had any Difference with this Priſoner. 

— Once, particularly, fhe wiſhed his Ox choaked ; and within a little while 
that Ox was choaked, with a Turnep in. his Throat. At another Time, 
refuſing to-.lend kg Horſe, at the Requeſt of her Daughter, the Horſe 
was in a'preternatural manner abnſed. And ſeveral other odd things of 
that kind were teſtified. | 

VII. There came in Teſtimony, that one Good-wife Sherwin, upon 
fome Difference with How, was Bewitched ; and that ſhe dyed, :charging 
this How of having an Hand in her Death. And\that other People had 
their Barrels of Drink unaccountably miſchieved, Fpoil'd and ſpilt, upon 
their diſpledfing of her. 

The things in themſelves were trivial, but there being ſuch a Courſe of 
them, it made thy the more conſidered. Among others, Aartha F'Yood, 
gave her Teſtimony, That a little after her Father had'been employed in 
gathering an account of How's Converſation, they once and again loſt 
.great Quantities of Drink ont of their Veſſels, in ſuch a manner, as they 
could afcribe to nothing but Witchcraft. As alſo, That How giving her 
Fome Apples, when ſhe had eaten of them, ſhe was taken with a very 
ſtrange kind of Amate, inſomuch thar ſhe knew not what ſhe ſaid or did. 

- VHH. There was likewiſe a Cluſter. of Depofitions, That one 1/aac 
Cummings 'refuling to lend his Mare unto the Hasband of this How, the 
Mare was within a. Day-or two taken-in a ſtrange condition; T - oo 
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ſeemed much abuſed, being bruiſed as if ſhe had been running over the 
Rocks, and marked where the Bridle went, as if burnt with a red *hot 
Bridle. Moreover, one uſing a Pipe of Tobacco for the Cure of the Beaſt, 
a blue Flame iſſued out of her, took hold of her Hair, and not only ſpread 
and burnt on her, but it alſo flew upwards towards the Roof of the Barn, 
and had like to have ſet the Barn on Fire: And the Mare dyed very ſuddenly, 

IX. Timothy Pearley and his Wife, teſtifyed, Not only unaccountable 
Miſchiefs befel their Cattle, upon their having of Differences with. this: 
Priſoner : but alfo that they had a Daughter deſtroyed by Witchcrafes ;. 
which Daughter ſtill charged How as the Cauſe of her AﬀfiQtion. And it 
was noted, that ſhe would be ſtruck down whenever How were ſpoken of. 
She was often endeavoured to be thrown into the Fire, and into the Wa-- 
ter, in her ſtrange Fits : Tho) her Father had correQed her for charging 
How with bewitching her, yet (as was teſtified by others alſo ) ſhe ſaid, 
She was ſure of lit, and muſt dye ſtanding to it, Accordingly ſhe charged 
How to the very Death ; and ſaid, Tho" How could afflift and torment her 
Body, yet ſhe could not hurt her Soul : And, That the Truthof this matter would 
appear, when ſhe ſhould be dead and gone. ' 

X. Francis Lane teſtifhed, That being hired by the Husband of this Fw 
to get him a parcel of Poſts and Rails, this Lane hired Fohn Pearly to af- 
Gſt him. This Priſoner then told Lane, That ſhe believed the Poſts and 
Rails would not do, becanſe Fobz Pearly helped him ; but that if he had 
got them alone, without John Pearly's help, they might have done well 
enough. When James Flow came to receive his Poſts and Rails of Laze, 
How taking them up by the Ends, they, tho? good and ſound, yet unag- 
countably broke off, ſo that Lane was forced to get thirty or forty more. 
And this Priſoner being informed of it, ſhe ſaid, - She told: him- ſo before, 
becauſe Pearly helped about them. 

X1. Afterwards there came in'the Confeſſions of ſeveral other (penitent) 
Witches, which affirmed this How to be one of thoſe, who with them 
hed been baptized by the Devil in the River, at Nemwbury-Falls: before 
which he made them there kneel down by the Brink of the River and wor- 
ſhiped him; |

l MI Carrier was Indicted for the bewitching certain Perſons, 
according to the Form uſual in ſuch Caſes, pleading Nor Guilty, 
to: 


8. Lhe Wonters of the 
to her Inditment ; there were firſt brought in a conſiderable number of the 
bewitched :Perfons'z 'who: not only.: made the Conrre ſenſible of an borrid 
Witchcrafc committed upon them, but alſo depoſed, That it. was Martha 
Carrier, or her Shape, that grievouſly tormented them, by Biting, Prick- 
ing, Pinching and Choaking of them. It was further depoſed, That 
while this Carrier was on her Examination, before the Magiſtrates, the 
Poor People were fo. tortured that every one expected their Death upon 
the very ſpot,but that upon the binding of Carrzer they were eaſed. More- 
over the Look of Carrier then laid the Afﬀicted People for dead ; and her 
Touch, if her Eye at the ſame time were off them, raiſed them again: 
Which Things were alſo now ſeen.upon her Tryal. And it was teſtified," 
That upon the mention of ſome having their Necks twiſted almoſt round, by 
the Shape of this Carrier, ſhe replyed, Irs no matter thouzh their Necks had 
been twifted quite off. 

{I. Before the Trial of this Priſoner, ſeveral of her own Children had 

frankly and fully confeſſed, not only thar they were Witches themſelves, 
but that this their Mother had made them ſo. This Confeſſion they made 
with great Shews of Repentance, and with much Demonſtration of Truth. 
They related Place, Time, Occaſion ; they gave an account of Journeys, 
Me:tings and Miſchiefs by them performed, and were very credible in 
what they ſaid. Nevertheleſs, this Evidence was not produced againſt the 
' Priſoner at the Bar, inaſmuch as there was other Evidence enough to pro- 
cced upon. \ 
\ » IH. Benjamin Abbot gave his Teſtimony, That laſt March was a twelve- 
month, this Carrier was very angry with him, upon laying out ſome 
Land, near her Husband's : Her Expreilions in this Anger, were, That ſhe 
would ſtick as cloſe to. Abbot as the Bark ſtuck to the Tree; and that he ſtould 
repent of it afore ſeven Tears came to an End, ſo as Doitor Preſcot ſhould never 
cure him. | Theſe Words were heard by others beſides Abbor himſelf; who 
alſo heard her ſay, She woald held his Noſe as cloſe to the Grindſtore as ever it 
was held ſince bis Name was Abbot. Preſently after this, he was taken with 
a Swelling in his Foot, and then witha Pain in his Side, and exceedingly 
tormented. Mr bred unto a Sore, which was launced by Do@or Preſcor, 
and ſeveral Gallons ef Corruption ran out of it, For fix Weeks it con- 
tinned very bad, and then another Sore bred in the Groin, which was 
alſo lanced by Doctor Preſcot, Another Sore then bred in his Groin, which 
was likewiſe cut, and put him to very great Miſery: He was brought unto 
Death's Door, and ſo remained until Carrier was taken, and carried away 
by the Conſtable, from which every Day he began ro-mend, and fo grew 
better every Day, . andis well ever {ince, 7 _ 

SARAH ABBOT alſo, his Wife, teſtified, That her Huſ-

bard was not only all this white Afﬀficted in his Body, but atfe 
tht ſtrange extraordinary and unaccountable. Calamities befel 
his Cattel ; their Death being ſach as they cold gueſs ut 0 Ng- 
tural Reaſon for. 


IV. Alliz Toothaker teſtify'd, That Richxrd, the ſon of Mays 
tha Carrier, having fome difference with him, pulfd him down'by 
the Hair of the Head. When he Roſe again, he was going £0 
ſtrike at Richard Carrier ;, but fell d»wn flat on his Back to \rhe 
grourd, and had not power to ſtir hand or foor, unril he tofd 
Carricr he ytelded ; and then he ſaw the ſhape of A4.rtha Carrier, 
gooffhis breaſt. : 

. This Toorb.ck;r, had Received a wound in the Wars; and he 
now teſtify*d, that Martha Carrier told him, He ſhould never be 
Cured, Jfſt afore the Apprehending of Carrier, he could thruſt 
a knitting Needleinto his wound, fonr inches-deep; but prefent- 
ty after her being ſiczed, he was throughly healed, 

He further teſtify'd, that when Carr:r and he ſometimes were 
at variance, fhe wonld clap her hands at him, and ſay, ſe fhoutd 
get mcthing, by it whereupon he ſeveral times loſt his Carle, by 
itrange Deaths, whereof no natural cauſes could be given. f 


V. John Ro72er alſo teſtifyed, That upon the threatning words 
of this malicious Carrey, his Cattle would be ſtrangely bewit- 
ched ; as was more particularly then deſcribed. 


VI. Samuel Preſten teſtify'd, that about two years ago, having 
fome difference with Martha C..rrier, he loſt a Cow in a ſtrange 
Preternatural unv{na]l mantier ; and about a month after this, the 
ſaid Carrier, having agsin ſome diff. rence with him, ſhe told him ; 
He hat l.:tely lojt a Com,and it ſhould nut be long before be loſt another ;; 
which accordingly came to paſs; for he had a thriving and well- 
keptCow,which without any known cauſequickly fell down & dy'd. 


VII. Phebe Chandler teſtify?d, that about a Fortnight before the 
apprehenfion of Martha Carrier,on a Lords-day, while the Palm 
was ſinging in the Church, this Carrier then took her by the ſhoul- 
der and ſhaking her, asked her, where ſhe zved ; ſhe made her no 
—Anfwer, although as Czrrjer, who liv. d next door to her Fathers 
Houſe, could not in reaſon but know who ſhe was. Quickly after 
this, as ſh2 was at {cvera] times croſling the Fields, ſhe heard a 
voice, that ſhe took to be /farrh.: IT”, and it ſeem®d as if ic 
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was ovet her head. The voice told-her, ſhe ſhould within two oy 
thret days be poiſoned, Accordingly, within ſuck a little time, '©ne 
halfof her right hand, became greatly ſwollen, and yery painful ; 
as alſo part of her Face ; whereof ſhe can give no. account how it- 
came. It continued very badfor ſome dayes; and ſeveral times 
fince, ſhe has had a great pain in:her breaſt ; and been ſo ſiezed on 
herleggs, that ſhe has hardly been able ro go. She added, that 
lately, going well to the Houſe of,God, Richard, the ſon of Martha 
Carrier, look*d very earneſtly upon. her, and immediately her 
hand, which had formerly been poiſoned, as is aboveſaid, began 
to pain her greatly, and ſhe had a ſtrange Burning at her ſtomach ; 
but was then ſtruck deaf, ſo that ſhe could not hear ary of the 
prayer; or ſinging, till the two or three laſt words of the Pſalm, 


VIII. One Foſter, who confeſked her own ſhare in the Witch- 
craft for which the Priſoner itood indicted, affirm'd, that ſhe had 
ſeen the priſoner at ſome of their Wirch-meetings, and that it was 
this Carrier, who perſwaded her to be a'Witch. She confeſſed, 
that the Devil carry'd them on a pole, to a Witch- meeting ; bur 
the pole broke, and ſhe harging about Carriers neck, they both 
fell down, and ſhe then received an hurt by the Fall, whereof ſhe 
was not at this very time recovered. 


IX. One Lacy, who likewiſe confeſſed her ſhare in this Witch- 
craft, now teſtify?d, that ſhe and the priſoner were once Bodily 
preſent at a Witch-meeting in Salem Village ; and that ſhe knew the 
priſoner to bea Witch, and to have been at a Diabolical ſacra- 
ment, and that the priſoner was the undoing of her, and her Chil- 
dren, by enticing them into the ſnare of the Dev1l. 


' NR. Another Lacy, who alſo confeſſed her ſhare in this Witch- 
craft, now teſtify'd, that the priſoner was at the Wltch-meeting, 
in Salem Y;llage, where they had Bread and Wine Adminiſtred un- 
to them. 


XI. In the time of this priſoners Trial, one Suſanna Sheldon, in 
apen Court had her hands Unaccountably ty*d together with a 
W heel-band, ſo faſt that withoat cutting, it could not be looſed : 
It was done by a Spedtre; and the Sufferer afficm'd, it was the

Among other Inſtances of Helliſh Tyranny there 
exerciſed, One was, that Hundreds oftheir Children, were uſu- 
ally. inthe-Night fetcht from theit Lodgings, to:a Diabolical'Ren- 
dezvouz, ot a place they called; |Blockwa, where.theiNonfters that 
ſo Spirited them, Tempted them all manner of Ways to/Aſſotiate 
with them. Yea,ſuch was the perillous Growth of this Y//:tchcraft, 
that Perſons of Quality begap to ſend their Children 1nto other 
Countriesto avoid it. 

11. The Iphabitants had earneſtly fought God by Ptayer ; and 
Pet their Atfition-Continued. Whereupon Judges had'a Spe- 
cal-Commiſion-to-find-and root-out the Helliſh Crew ; iand the 
rather. beca'.fe another County in the Kingdom, which hed been 
ſo moleſted, was delivered upon the Execution of the /Y7ztches.

they cou!d Ns Longer Conceal the Bulineſs. The things by then: - 
Acknowledged,moſt wonderfully Ag2&d with what other Witches, 
in other places had confeſſed. 

IV. They confeſſed, that they di1 uſe to Call upon the Devil, 
who thereupon would Catry them away, over the Tops of How 
ſes, toa Green Meddow, where they gave themſelves unto him. 
Only one of them ſaid, That ſometimes the Devi/ only took away 
her & trength, leaving her Bodp on the ground ; but ſhe went at 
other times in Body too. 

Y. Their manner was to come into the Chambers of peopte, 
and fetch away their children upon Beafts, of the Devils provi- 
ding : promiſing Fine Cloaths and other Fine Things unto them, 
to inveagle them. They ſaid, they never had power to do thus, 
till of late; but now the Devil did Plague and Feat them. if they 
did not gratiftz him, in this picce of Miſchief, They ſzid, they 
made ufe of all ſorts of Jaſtruments in their Journeys! Of Pen, 
of Beaſts, of Poſts ; the Men they commonly laid zflecp at the 
place, whereto they rode them; and if the children mentioned the 
Names of them that ſtole them away, they were miſerably Scuts 
ged for it, until ſome of them were killed, The Judges found 
the marks of the Laſhes on ſome of them; but the Witches faid, 
They would Nuickly vaniſh, Moreover the Children would be 
in ffrange Fits, after they. were brought Home from theft Tran- 
fportations. 

FT. The Firſt Thing, they ſaid, they were to do. at Blockal a, 
was to give themſelves unto the Devil, and Tlow that they would 
ſerve him.

dren they brought with them : that afterwards their Cuſtom was 
to Darce before him ; and ſwear ani cxrſe moſt horribly ; they 
faid, that the Devil ſhow'd them a great, Frightful, Cruet Dragon,

kill them all ; and that ſome of them had-Attempted to Burder the 
Judges, but could not. 

'YV1I. Fome of the Thild!en, talked much of a White Angel, 
which did uſe to Fo2bid chem,what the Devil had bid them to do, 
and Aſſure them that theſe doings would Not laſt long 3 but that 
what had been done was permitted for the wickedneſs of the Peo- 
ple, This White Angel, would ſometimes reſcue the Children, 
from Gping in, with the Witches. 

VIII/ The Witches confeſſed many miſchiefs done by them.,de- 
claring with what kind of Enchanted Tols, they did their Miſ- 
chiefs. They ſought cſp2ciaNy to bill the Pinfſer of E!fdale, but 
could not. But ſome of them ſaid, that ſuch as they wounded, 
would Be retovercd, upon or before their Execution. 

IX. The Judges would fain have ſeen them ſhow ſome of their 
Tricks ; but they U:;.animouſly dcclared,that Since they had con- 
Fefed, all, they found all their Witchcratt gone; and the Devil 
then Appeared berp Terrible unto them, threatning with an Fron 
Fozk, tothruſt them into a Burning Pit, if they perſiſted in their 
Confeſlion. : 

X. There were diſcovered no leſs than rhreeſcore and 161 Witches 
3n One Village, th:e and twenty of which frely confefling their 
Crimes, were condemned to dy. The reſt, (One pretending ſhe 
was with © hild) were ſent to Fahluna, where moſt of them were 
afterwards executed. Fifccen Children, which confeſſed themſelves 
engaged in this Witchery,dyed as the reſt, Sixand Thirty of them 
between ire 2nd ſixteen years of Age, who had been leſs guilty, 
were forced to run the Gantlet, and be laſhed on their hands once 
a Week, for a year together ; twenty more who had leſs incling- 
tion to theſe Infernal enterpriſes, were laſhed with' Rods upon 
their Hands for three Snndays together, at the Church door ; the 
number of the {cdaced Children, was abovt three hundred, T his 


courſe,togetizer withweekly P:apers,in all the Churches thro” the 


Kingdom, iiſacd in the deliverance of the Country. 

The moſt Accompliſhed Dr. Horneck, inſerts a moſt wife 
caution, in his preface to chis Narrative, ſays he, there is no Pubs 
lick: Calamity, but ſome 44 people, mill jerve themſelves of the ſad pro-

thods. How did the Devil aſlault the Firſt Adam ? It was with 
Temptations drawn from Pleaſure, and Profit, and H»nour, which, 
25 the Apoſtle notes, in 1 Joh. 2. 16. are, Al that is in the World.

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VVith the very ſame temptations it was, that he fell upon the Second ; 
Adam too. Now, in thoſe Tempretions, you will ſee the more Uſ«a 
Methods, whereby the Devil would be Enſnharing of us; and I beſeech 
you to attend unto the following Admonitions, as thoſe YYarnjngs of 
God, which the Lives of your ſouls depend upon your taking of. | 

T here were eſpecially T hree makes, a5 Aſſaults of Temprations, which 
the Devil it ſeems, viſibly made upon our Lord ; after he had been more 
i:vitbly for Forty dayes together Tempting of that Holy One; and we 
may make a few diſtin Remarks upon them all. 

$ The firſt of our Lords three Temptations is thus related,in Mat. 4. 3.

From whence, take theſe Remarks. | 


I. The Devil will ordinarily make our Conditions, to be the Advantages 
of his Temptations, VVhenour Lord was Hungry, then Bread !i Bread ! 
ſhall be all the Cry of his Temptation ; the Devil puts him upon a wrong 
ſtep, for the getting of Bread, There is no Condition, but what has 
indeed ſome Hunger accompanying of it ; and the Devil marks what it is, 
that we are Hargry for. One mans Condition makes him Hunger for 
Preferments, or Employments , another mans makes him Hunger for 
Caſh or Land, or Trade; another mans makes him Z«»ger for Merri- 
ments, or Diverſions : And the Condition of every AfﬀMifted Man, makes 
him H*nger with Impatience for Deliverance. Now the Devil will be 
ſure to ſuit his Perſwaſions with our Conditions. VVhen he has our Con- 
dition to ſpeak with him, & for him, then thinks he, I am ſure this man will 
now hearken to my Propoſals ! Hence,if men are in Proſperity,the Devil will 
temptthem to Forgetfulneſs of God; if they;are in Fdverſity,he will tempt 
them to Murmuring at God inall the expreſſions of thoſe impieties, Wiſe 
Agur was aware Of this; 11 Prov; 30, 9, ſays he,if a man be Full, ke ſhall be 
tempted, to deny God, avid ſay, who is the Lord ? if a man be Poor, he ſhall 
be tempted, to ſteal, and take the Name of God in wain.' The Devil will 
talk ſiitably; if you ponder your Conditions, you may expect you ſhall 
be tempte1 agreeably thcreunto.

Yea, ſometimes if the Devil do but Feign a Neceſlity, he does 
thereby Gain the Hearts of Men ; he did but feign a Need, when he told 
$aul,the Cartel muFt be ſpared,and the ſacrifice muſt be precipitated,& he does 
but feigna Need, when he tells many a:man, sf you do no ſervile work, on 
che Sabbath-day, and if you dow: Rob God of bis evening, youll never ſubſift 
e&ntche world, All the denials of God, in the world, ufe to be from this 
Fallacy impos'd upon us. It never can be neceffary for us to violate any 
Negative Commandment in the Law of our God ; where God ſays, thou 
ſÞalt nor, we cannot upon arty pretence reply, I -w#?. But the Devil will 
pur a moſt formidable and aſtoniſhing face of _ upon many of thoſe 
Abortinable things, which are hareful te rhe fort of God. He'll ſay nothing 
ro us abont, the one thing needfnl ; bnt the petite and the forry Xeed-r0t 5 
of this world, hell ſer off with moſt bloody Coloursof Weceffery.

V. To diftruft Gods Providence'and ProteCtion, is- one of the worſt 
things, into whichithe Devil by his Temprarions would be hurrying of vs. 
He would fain have driven or Lord anto a: Suſpicion of Gods care about 
Him.ſaid the Devil,YTo# may dy for lack of Breadif you do not loo better after 
your ſelf, than God ts like to do for you. It is an uſoal thing: for Perſons 
to diſpair of Gods Fatherly Care Concerning them ; they torture them- 
ſelves with diſtrafting and amazing Fears, that they ſhall come to watt 
before they dy ; Yea, they even ſay with 7oras, in Chap. 2. g. Iam caff 
out of the fight of God;, He wont lcok after me! Butit is the Devit thac 
is the Authorof all ſuch Melancholy Suggeſtions in the minds of mer. 
It is a thought that often raiſes a Feaver in the Hearts of Married Pet- 
ſons, when Charges grow upon them ; God will never be able in the way 
of my Calling, to feed and cloath all my Little Folks. It is. a Thought 
with which Aged perſons are ofccen tormented, Tho? God has all' my dyes 
hitherto (ſupplied me, yet 1 ſhall be pinched with Strazts before I conie 10 59 
Foarneys end, 'Tis a malicious Devil that raiſes theſe Evz/ furmiſings in 
the hearts of Men. And —_ a diſtemper of Body afferds a Lo's- 
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ing-for the Devil, from whence he ſhoots the crael Bombs of ſuch Fiery 

Thoughts into the mind; of many other perſons. With ſuch thoughts 
does the Devil chooſe to perſecute us.; becauſe thereby we come to Forfeit 
what we Q#c#ion., We Queſtion the Care of God, and ſo we For feit it, 
until perhaps the Devil do utterly drown ws in Perditi:n, Our God ſays, 
Truſt tm the Lord, and ds good, and verily thou ſhalt be fed.

Even, To'own the Dewi/asGod! a thing that can't be uttered, Witl1- 
oue unutcerable Horror of Soul. The beſt man on earth, may, 
have tuch Fiery Darts from Hell ſhot into his mind. One that was 
ated by the Devil, had the impudenceo propound this unto ſuch 
a good manas Fob, Curſe God. And the Devil pleaſes himſelf, by | 
chufing the Hearts of good men, with his baſe Tcjections, That 
there is noGod, or, That God is-not a Kighteous God ; and a thoulana 
mare {uch things, too Deviliſhro be mentioned.

T heDevil fays40 the finner, Deſpiſe thy Bap- 
tzſm, and 1! the Bond of it, and allthe Good of it, T he Devil ſays 
ro the lianer, Come, caf off the Authicrity of God, 'and refuſe the Sal- 
-#ation of Chriſt. for ever. Yea, the-Devil whois cated, The Grd of 
this World, would have us to rake Him for Our Go! , and rather 
Hear Him, Truſt Him, Serve Him, than the Ged __— us.

1: IV. The Temptations of the Devil do Tug and: PuHl for nothing 
more, 'than that the Rulers of the World may yield Homage yn- 
to him. Our Lord has had this by his Father Engag*d unto him,Thar 
ke ſhall be one day be Governour of the Nations, "The Devil doe*s ex- 
treamly dread the approach of that Illuftrions time, when The 
Kingdom of God ſhall come and his Will be done, as in Heaven, ind on 
Earth. . For this cavſe 1t was that he was 'defirons, Our Lord 
ſhould rather have accepted of him, that Kingdom, which 
- Antichriſt afterwards accepted of him, for the Eſtabliſhnient of 
"'Devil-worſhip, in the World. I may tell yon, The Devil is mighty 
unwilling, that there ſhonld' not be one Godly Magiſtrate upon the 
face of. the Earth. Such 1s the influence of Governmcar, that 
the Devil will every -where ſtickle mightily, to have” that fidipj 
with him. What Rays wonld the Devil have, to command a 
mankind, if he niight have his wiſl? "Even, ſuch asare* called in 
Pſal. 94. 20. The throne of intqnity, whith frames miſchief by a Law ; 
ſuch as will promote Vice, by both Connivance, and Extnple 
and ſuch as will oppreſs all that ſhall be Holy, and Juſt and Good. 
-All men have cauſe therefore to be jealons, what Uſe the Devil 
may make of them, with reference 'to the Aﬀaits. of Govern- 
ment ; but Rulers may 'moſt of alt think, that the Lord Je- 
ſus from Heaven calls upon them, Sarar has defired that he might 
. Sift you, and kave you, O Look to it, what ſide you take. 

Thus have you in the Temptations of our Lord, ſeen the 
principal of thoſe Devices, which the Devil has to Entrap our 
Souls. But what ſhall we now do, that we may be fortified 
againſt thoſe Devices ? O that we might be well furniſhed with 
the Whole Armour of God ! But me thinks, there were ſomethings 
attending the Femprattons -of our Lofd, which wonld eſpeci- 
ally Recommend thoſe tew Hints unto us for our Guard.

We ſhould all have our Times to be Alone eve- 
ry Day ; and if the Devil go to ſcare us out of our Cham- 
bers, with ſach a Bugbear, as '#hat hee. appear to ns, yet 
ſtay in ſpite of his teeth, ſtay to finiſh your Devotions ; he 
Lyes, he dare not ſhew his head. But on the other-lide 
by being too ſolitary, we may lay onr ſelves too much 0©- 
yer to the Devil; You know who ſays, II ro him that is 
«l nc. 
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_ -Szcondly, Lt an Oracle of God be your detence againſt a Temp- 
tation of Hell, How did our Lord Silence the Dew{2 Ic was with
